CUBAN REFUGEES CHANNELED INTO CHURCH 


One Cuban refugee has come to Miami every thirty minutes for the pay 
thirty-one months. The influx has swelled to nearly 100,000 the number of 
Spanish-speaking residents in this metropolitan area of one million popula. 
tion. From this immigration center, Miami newsman Adon Taft wrote this 
report. 

Although three-fourths of the Cuban refugees in Miami are escaping church 
affiliation, twice as many are coming under Christian influence as ever did in 
their native Cuba. Protestants and evangelical churches are not reaching as 
many as Catholics numerically, but are doing better, proportionately, than 
they have in Cuba. 

The most energetic program among Protestant groups is that of Southern 
Baptists, who are reaching about 3,000 Spanish-speaking Miamians through 
fifteen congregations of Latin extraction. 

| They operate a small-scale aid program to provide food, clothing and shelter 
| for the refugees. At least 125 refugees a day are said to seek aid from the 
| Spanish pastors, who often cannot provide it. 

| Most of the Cubans who attend Baptist churches are not reached through 
| the aid program, though; they are contacted through regular visitation pro- 
| grams by the pastors. Many of them were connected with churches in Cuba, 
of course, but perhaps half of them are being reached with the gospel for the 
first time. Many formerly wealthy Cubans are turning to the church for the 


first time because they realize their need for both spiritual and physical help.f 


TELECASTS FOLLOW GRAHAM PHILADELPHIA CRUSADE 


Billy Graham ended his Greater Philadelphia Crusade with a stern warningf 


to 90,000 persons that God may be “through with America.” 

The evangelist called attention to one of the “frontiers” which he said the 
nation is losing: its position of moral leadership in the Free World. 

“In the great flood,” he said, “God did not spare the people who were guilty 
of exactly the same sins of which we are guilty.” 

This final meeting—and seven others—were filmed on video tape and later 
telecast in sixty-three American cities. 

At the crusade’s September 17 closing service, 2,095 persons—the largest 
group ever to respond to a Bill Graham invitation during a service in the 
United States—came forward to make decisions for Christ. 

Total decisions for the four-week crusade numbered more than 
Estimated attendance totaled more than 700,000. 

During the crusade Graham also spoke in downtown Philadelphia and Wil-

| mington, to University of Pennsylvania students, to Eastern State Prison in- 
mates and to area ministers. 


Some 800 churches in the Greater Philadelphia area actively participated 
in the crusade with delegations and workers, while approximately 2,000 
churches co-operated. 

At the conclusion of the crusade, Graham took a ten-day rest at his home 
in Montreat, N.C., before embarking on his current South American crusade. 


NAVY TRANSPORTS MISSIONARY SUPPLIES 
The Christian Medical Society and the American Bible Society have teamed 


up with the U. S. Navy and several commercial corporations to send medical 
supplies, Bibles, multi-purpose foods and clothing to Africa. 


The Christian Medical Society has sent drugs and supplies to some 460 mis- 
sionary doctors, representing more than fifty mission boards in sixty-seven 
countries. The current African shipment—some sixteen tons—brings the sup- 
plies it has shipped abroad from its Oak Park; III., warehouse to a valuation 
of $1,500,000. 

The American Bible Society shipped more than 400 French and Portuguese 
Bibles. Additional single Gospel editions have been provided for free distribu- 
tion by the Navy.

Work will 
begin next June at an estimated cost | 
of $265,000 for the first five years of | 
digging, analyzing, cataloging and 
publishing the findings. 


Colombo, Ceylon —A new decree is- 
sued by the government of this pre- 
dominantly Buddhist island requires 
all foreign-resident Christian mission- 
aries to pay an annual visa tax of $84. 
The new tax, designed primarily to 
discourage the immigration of Indian 
missionaries, was decreed in spite of | 
protests by a number of Christian 
leaders.

Lima, Peru—Significant growth of the 
evangelical movement in Latin Amer- 
ica was reported by T. J. Liggett, 
president of the Union Theological 
Seminary in Puerto Rico, at the Sec- 
ond Latin American Evangelical Con- 
ference. He said the evangelical 
community on the continent now 
numbered about 9 million members.

is it Later Than We Think ? 


ow serious is the worsening world situation? Is the 
United States in real danger of attack? Are the events 
of past weeks the forerunners of new crises or will the in- 
creasing tension ease and become just one more brink-of- 


the-precipice experience? 

We leave the field of specific prediction to those more 
at home in analyzing the complex pattern of human 
motives, pressures and the intricacies of international 
strategy. But we would look closely at what is the unique 
province of the servant of God—the principles of divine 
rule and the unchanging blueprint of Bible prophecy. 

On the basis of such considerations we submit that 
Christians who know that nations rise and fall under the 
righteous hand of God ought not to assume that the United 
States is beyond the reach of catastrophe. Indeed we 
ought to keep before us the possibility that our tomorrows 
may run out much sooner than we think. 

Such awareness in our judgment is not alarmist think- 
ing: it rises not from fear but from convictions—the cer- 
tainty that the prophetic Word of God will surely be 
fulfilled and that God will not withhold His judgment 
beyond a point. It is buttressed by a third conviction: 
that Christians have a special obligation to be awake to 
the times in which they live and to the responsibilities 
of their contemporary situation. 

What are the reasons for thinking that the gathering 
clouds on the horizon may presage a storm of far-reaching 
consequence? Let us try to sum them up. 


1. It is God’s repeatedly stated purpose to judge nations 
which turn from Him. Few nations have had more 
gospel opportunity than the United States. We are 
impressed that—in spite of a great deal of religiosity 
and no small number of true believers—few nations 
have rejected the gospel -more definitely or more de- 
liberately spurned their responsibility to God. 

The appalling effects of sin upon our nation have led 
not only to tragic moral decay and corruption, but 
they have robbed us of our vision, our very ability to 
repent. Materialism especially has gripped our motives 
and our thinking. Suggestive is the fact that in a week 
of crises one of the leading news magazines in our 
country devoted its longest major article to the admin- 
istration’s attitude toward business. 

The Church in the United States to which the message 
of the gospel has been entrusted seems largely without 
the purity, power and burden needed to extend the 
gospel to those who need it. Is it beyond possibility 
that He will choose to purify His people as He has 
done in other ages and in other lands? 

In the light of prophecy, events in recent years would 
seem to indicate that we are at least approaching the 
end of the age, a time clearly marked by increased 
conflict and catastrophic judgments. Among the strik- 
ing evidences of the movement toward end times are 
the emergence of a Jewish nation in 1948, the increas- 
ing world interest in the Middle East (due largely to 
its oil fields), the rise of a great Far Eastern power 
and the increasing pressure for a world church 
(manifested this month by the World Council gather- 
ing in New Delhi). 

5. Another consideration should at least be noted: This 
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is the apparent silence on the part of the Scriptures 
as to the United States’ role in end-time events. Writ- 
ing on this subject a century ago, William Kelly, the 
British expositor, said: “So as to America, I conceive 
that it . will sink still faster . before that day 
comes ... For it is a remarkable fact that there is no 
place in prophecy for a vast influential power, such as 
the American United States would naturally be, if it 
so long retained its cohesion .. .” Such a viewpoint, 
of course, is highly controversial, but it has been held 
by a number of respected Bible teachers through the 
years. At the very least it raises a question as to our 
country’s future as we approach end times. 


No one ought to face considerations such as these with- 
out being greatly sobered by what he sees. And yet there 
is an appalling spirit of business as usual throughout our 
country, not only on the part of the general public, but on 
the part of Christians. 

We would not seem to scold at such a time: rather we 
would lament and seek the face of God as those whe bear 
a measure of blame and much responsibility. Moses in- 
structed Aaron to fill his censer and intercede for God’s 
people even after judgment had already begun. It may 
be that America may yet be spared if Christians will go 
to prayer. 

If not, if we do indeed face days of crises, what then? 
Let no one think we are suggesting that Christiars fold 
their hands, ignore the need for carrying on the long- 
range phases of God’s work and merely wait. Exactly 
the opposite should be true. “Blessed is that servant 
whom his Lord when he cometh shall find so doing” 
(Matt. 24:46). There is no justification in Scripture for 
assuming that in such a time we no longer need to think 
of the future or slacken our present efforts. 

Rather, the need is to avoid the pitfall of assuming 
that we have plenty of time—time to prepare to give 
account to God, time to grow in grace and usefulness, 
time to warn the unsaved, plenty of time to give, to pray, 
to throw ourselves wholeheartedly into God’s work of 
saving men from sin. We have no time to waste or lose. 

To the best of our ability, we shall try to practice what 
we preach. In Moopy Monrtuty we shall not ignore those 
matters which are of long-range importance to the Lord's 
work. But we shall endeavor to remember, too, that time 
may be short, that the days are all too few in which to 
reach the lost, that as servants of God we have no time 
to lose in growing, in serving, in preparing for possible 
days of testing. 

If the words of the apostle Paul in I Corinthians 7 ap- 
plied in his day, how much more do they apply in ours? 

“But this I say, brethren, the time is short: it re- 
maineth, that both they that have wives be as though 
they had none; and they that weep, as though they 
wept not; and they that rejoice, as though they possessed 
not; and they that use this world, as not abusing it: 
for the fashion of this world passeth away.” 

What a rebuke will be ours if we have indeed been 
chosen to live and minister in times of unusual need and 
opportunity, but we have lived as those who slept! May 
God help us to discern the times: to live with vision and 
with purpose! 








They Are Looking at Us 

A teacher of long ago used to say that to understand 
any man, look for the basic drives that move him. To 
understand any philosophy, look for its premises. As 
logistics are the result of over-all military strategy, so 
every man’s actions are the product of his own philosophy, 
and every event is the outgrowth of an idea. 

See how it works out. Every refugee who comes out of 
East Germany, it is said, has voted against communism 
with his feet. The bodies of those martyrs strewn along 
the Curary River in Ecuador furnished mute but in- 
disputable evidence of their love for Christ and obedience 
to His Word. The evangelicals of Spain and Russia and 
Latin America, who worship God behind closed doors, 
demonstrate a faith which the edicts of a hostile govern- 
ment can never quench. 

God set the pattern. Creation began with an idea. And 
when sin disrupted the pristine harmony, He gave us a 
Man and a Book to “declare Him.” The psalmist noted it 
beautifully: “My heart is inditing a good matter. I speak 
of the things which I have made touching the King. My 
tongue is the pen of a ready writer. Thou art fairer than 
the children of men; grace is poured into thy lips.” 

The Book and the Man—these are concepts finite man 
can get hold of. The God-man shed precious blood be- 
cause of His love. The Book He gave charts our way 
through the world’s darkness and leads us out into the 
light. Both of these provide tangible, historical evidence 
that cannot be denied. 

But what if the world fails to see either the Man or 
the Book? What then? Our part as children of God is to 
exemplify both—which is one reason why we were not 
gathered to our fathers long since. 

When men say, “Who is Christ?” they look at us. Then 
we may show them our lovely Lord. When men say, “What 
is Christianity?” they look at us. Our lives define it more 
eloquently than we think. 

Are we performing acceptably the task assigned to us? 
Do we supply unmistakable evidence of a God at work? 

What if the lines are crooked? 

What if the type is blurred? 


When the last call comes—it may be today—God help 
us not to be numbered among those who have done 
despite to the Spirit of grace! 


These Centers Are Needed, Too! 


In the wake of announcements concerning expansion 
of our armed forces by a quarter million more men comes 
word that ten army training centers are to be enlarged 
and two additional centers activated. 

This is a forcible reminder that soon more men will be 
pouring into training centers. More men in uniform will 
be shifting from camp to camp. More men will be swarm- 
ing into the cities and towns surrounding these centers to 
while away spare time. 

Undoubtedly plans have already been laid in the en- 
virons of military bases for more “businesses” of every 
hue and shade. These will be dedicated to the common 
purpose of separating the serviceman from his money by 
whatever means proves most effective. 

There is another type of establishment, of course—the 
Christian Service Center—with vastly different purposes. 
A number of these are maintained by Christian Business 
Men’s Committees throughout the country, others by 
churches or similar organizations and some by dedicated 
individuals. Such centers offer a bite to eat, a place to 
shave or shower between trains, a place to meet a friend 
or write a letter. Above all, they invite the man away 
from home to consider his personal salvation. 

Many an ex-serviceman or woman today can trace the 
beginning of his new life in Christ to a conversation over 
an open Bible or Gideon New Testament while drinking 
a cup of coffee in a Christian Servicemen’s Center. To- 
day’s newcomers to the services may have the same 
experience. 

Let us pray that the work of the Christian Service 
Centers will keep pace with our expanding military 
program, and be ready to help as we have opportunity.

At 
times, before I’m halfway through I know I'm in for a 


battle with myself. 5 Something like this happened 


to a teenager who found himself alone at home one after 


noon. With nothing to do, he picked up a Christian 
book and began to read. Before the afternoon was over, he knelt 
and received Christ as Lord and Saviour. That teenager, J. 
Hudson Taylor, later became one of the world’s leading 
missionaries. 9 Hitler's Mein Kampf is often cited to 
demonstrate the influence of a book. For every word 
in it, 125 lives were lost in 

World War II. Karl Marx’s 

Communist Manifesto has 

erased freedoms of 

nearly half of the 

world’s population. 

And it will take eter- 

nity to learn what the 

Bible has meant to men 

of all ages and nations. 

o Yet in spite of this truth about 

the power of a book people in the 

United States spend more money on radio 

and TV repairs (not sets) each 

year than they do on books.

in this country, yet in a recent survey, 
61 per cent of adult Americans ad- 
mitted they had not read a single book 
in the preceding year. The astonishing 
fact is that teenagers outread adults 
four to one. 

Of course, if anyone ought to read, 
it is Christians. Paul’s commandment, 
“Give attendance to reading,” in 
I Timothy 4:13 extends beyond the 
public reading of the Word of God. 
Paul himself asked that his books and 
parchments be sent to him in prison 
(II Tim. 4:13). “Send us a man who 
reads!” states the advertisement of a 
gigantic corporation; and if the world 
expects men to stretch their minds by 
reading, how much more does God, 
who exhorts us to “grow in grace, and 
in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” 


+ Reapine will help to make your 
Christian life a balanced one. It helps 
you grow mentally, as your mind 
grapples with new ideas. The spiritual 
growth which stems from the reading 
of Christian literature is readily ap- 
parent. You also grow socially as you 
find yourself able to converse with 
others and share ideas with them. 
And, as an extra benefit, reading helps 
physically, providing the relaxation 
you need to stay in good condition. 

If all of this is true, why don’t 
Christians read more? Many Chris- 
tians, I believe, don’t read because 
they are afraid. Most of us don’t want 
to be interrupted with a new chal- 
lenge or a new idea. We are comfort- 
able, conforming Christians, and a new 
book might jolt us into doing some- 
thing. But Christian service suffers 
when we avoid the tools that can make 
us more effective—good books. 


+ Some months back I loaned an 
exceptionally good book on the Chris- 
tian life to a pastor friend. He re- 
turned it in a few days with this com- 
ment, “I read the first few chapters 
and quit. It just made me angry, and 
I didn’t agree with the writer any- 
way.” For some reason he had never 
learned the basic secret of learning 
from reading: books must become 
your enemies before they can be your 
friends. 
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BOOKS DISTURB 
MY PEACE OF MIND 


Many of the books I have read have 
bothered me, and I have closed them 
and said to myself, “I wish I hadn’t 
read that!” But the more I thought 
about what the book said, the more 
I realized that the book was my 
friend. It had to bother me before it 
could bless me—and none of us likes 
to be bothered. I’d like to tell you 
about some of these books that at the 
time made me say, “I wish I hadn’t 
read you!” They’ve turned out to be 
a blessing to my life—and will prob- 
ably bless you, too. 


+ Tue first one ought to be in every 
Christian home. It is Power Through 
Prayer (or The Preacher and Prayer) 
by E. M. Bounds. When I first read 
this little book as a young seminary 
student, I felt so convicted about my 
careless prayer life that I omitted 
chapel that day to spend time with the 
Lord and get straightened out spirit- 
ually. How that book cut me! “Truth 
unquickened by God’s Spirit deadens 
as much as, or more than, error . 
There may be tears, but tears cannot 
run God’s machinery ... Preaching 
which kills is prayerless preaching. 
Without prayer the preacher creates 
death, and not life.” Statements like 
these pierced my heart, and the result 
was that a seminary student learned 
the importance of caring for the inner 
man. 
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Please don’t think that Power 
Through Prayer is for pastors only. 
I wish every Christian would read it 
and take its timely message to heart. 
I read the book at least once a year, 
and it never fails to help me. It’s hard 
to believe that the first time I read it, 
I wished I hadn’t. 

When I picked up my copy of Rich- 
ard Gehman’s book Let My Heart Be 
Broken, I knew I was in for a battle. 
I started reading it about ten o’clock 
one night, knowing full well that I 
would have to finish it that night and 
face some serious self-examination in 
the process. Well, that’s exactly what 
happened. By midnight I was on my 
knees in prayer, rebelling against the 
challenge of the book, yet all the while 
knowing that the book was my friend 
and its wounds were faithfully in- 
flicted for my good. 


+ Tuis is not just another “missionary 
book.” To begin with, it is written by 
a professional journalist from a re- 
porter’s point of view. There is no ex- 
alting of men or organizations; woven 
throughout the book is the grace 
of God, the power of the gospel. As 
you read, you meet dedicated men 
and women who are serving Christ 
in places unbelievably difficult, yet 
thankful for the opportunity to heal a 
wound, dry a tear, and invite the 
world’s oppressed multitudes to the 
Saviour. Yes, you’ll cry as you read 
this book; and I hope your heart 
weeps with your eyes. It will make 
you uncomfortable; you’ll wish you 
hadn’t read it; but in the end, you'll 
be glad you did. 


Now to a different kind of book— 
different, not in impact, but in con- 
tent. I’m referring to J. Sidlow Bax- 
ter’s His Part and Ours. This is not 
the kind of book you read at one sit- 
ting. It must be digested inwardly and 
made a part of your spiritual anatomy 
before you can really benefit from it. 
The book contains thirteen messages 
built around the pronoun “my:” “My 
Redeemer,” “My Shepherd,” “My 
Grace,” and so on. Many sermons in 
print look as if they were edited by a 
taxidermist, they’re so dead and arti- 
ficial—but not these. They do two 
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things for you: first, they make you 
realize how wonderful Christ is; and 
second, they remind you again that the 
Bible is the richest book in the world, 
and Christians the wealthiest people. 
I prescribe a chapter a day for two 
weeks for spiritual power. 


+ Wuy did this book bother me when 
I first read it? It made me realize only 
too keenly that my own ministry of 
the Word was shallow and lifeless, 
that I had been preaching like a pau- 
per when the riches of the Word were 
at my disposal. Yes, I almost wished 
Ihadn’t read His Part and Ours. 

Biographies never fail to interest 
me. It’s always easier to see spiritual 
truths when they are embodied in 
living saints. For this reason Out of 
My Life by V. Raymond Edman, 
president of Wheaton College, did not 
sit on my shelf unopened very long. 
This is not a life story type of book; 
rather, each chapter contains a spir- 
itual truth which the author learned 
through a personal experience. I es- 
pecially appreciate his practical em- 
phasis on finding the will of God. Let 
me warn you that some of the chap- 
ters will disturb you. But that’s the 
wonderful thing about books: they 
cut you, then heal you. 


+ Let’s go to a classic now—Hudson 
Taylor’s Spiritual Secret by Dr. and 
Mrs. Howard Taylor. I was just a few 
year's old in the Lord when I first read 
this book, and did I fight it! I called 
it impractical, mystical, even unscrip- 
tural. In the end, the message of the 
book won out and I gave in. That’s 
when the blessing came. I won’t take 
the edge off the sword by telling you 
what Hudson Taylor’s secret was; but 
if you're a Christian and haven’t read 
it, you well may be losing out on a life 
of peace, fruitfulness and victory. 

Along the same line, but with a doc- 
trinal approach, is The Normal Chris- 
tian Life by Watchman Nee. To say 
that this is a commentary on Romans 
5 through 8 is somewhat misleading, 
because this saintly Chinese Christian 
(now a prisoner of the Communists) 
does more than explain; he applies the 
truth to your own life. At first I re- 
sented the author’s thesis that vic- 
tory is the norm for Christians, but 
before long I repented — and even 
went back to read the bovuk a second 
and third time. 

Phyllis Thompson’s book Proving 
God upset me considerably. For one 
thing, it establishes that Christian 
work can be carried on _ unsup- 
ported by Madison Avenue promo- 
tional methods. The writer reaches 
into the history of the China Inland 
Mission to show the amazing an- 
swers to prayer that have made that 
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ministry what it is today. You'll dis- 
cover that scheming and “pulling 
strings” to obtain support are evi- 
dences of unbelief, while “God’s work 
done in God’s way will not lack for 
God’s provision.” If you’re on your 
church finance committee, you’ll wish 
you'd never read this book. 


+ WHILE we’re discussing China, let 
me urge you to read Come Wind— 
Come Weather by Leslie T. Lyall. 
This is the account of the Church in 
China as the Communists moved in 
and took over. Most of us in America 
avoid books about Communism. We 
might get too “worked up” and even 
start thinking that our nation is in 


peril! If you belong to this head-in-. 


the-sand club, then you'll wish 
you’d never read Come Wind—Come 
Weather. Then again, it might take 
your head out of the sand! 

One final suggestion, and perhaps 
the most lethal: Joseph Bayly’s little 
book The Gospel Blimp. You can read 
this book in less than an hour, but the 
effects will last a lifetime. What a 
devastating message! I can still feel

the sense of shame and conviction that 
came over me as I read about the an- 
tics of the Gospel Blimp, Inc., officers. 
I loaned my copy to the leader of an 
ir.ternational evangelical organization, 
and he told me he read it that day, 
closed his office door and had a prayer 
meeting right then and there. It’s the 
kind of book you argue with and per- 
haps even try to forget, but you’re 
fighting a losing battle. You'll wish 
you hadn’t read it; then you'll thank 
God that its message got through to 
you. 

Well, the list could go on, but this 
will at least get you started. Isn’t it 
time to put away the soft, syrupy 
books you’ve been reading and start 
stretching your mind a bit? If the 
books you now read don’t pierce 
your heart and make you uncomfort- 
able, chances are they aren’t doing 
you much good. Beware of writers 
who cry “Peace, peace, when there 
is no peace.” Learn today that books 
must become your enemies before 
they can be your friends, and start 
building your own list of books that 
disturb your peace of mind. END

Lee has arrived for a 
university education in the States. 
Soon he is on his way to the Bob 
Stover home, where a hot meal and 
lodging are waiting. 

In New York and Washington, D.C., 
Seattle and Boston, Los Angeles and 
Philadelphia, and in smaller cities and 
communities across the country Chris- 
tian families are opening their homes 
to students from abroad. They come 
for an informal meal, an evening or 
perhaps a weekend or holiday. In 
these Christian homes they find 
friendship, a glimpse of U. S. home 
life and an insight into a vital Chris- 
tian living they did not know existed. 

In the forefront of this coast-to- 
coast effort to befriend foreign stu- 
dents and introduce them to Christian 
family life are 10,000 church families 
in the U. S. and Canada and Inter- 
national Students, Inc. (2627 Con- 
necticut Ave., Washington D.C.) an 
organization which for nine years has 
had a vision for Christian ministry 
among the thousands of men and 
women from other countries who en- 
roll in our colleges and universities. 
Together they have befriended more 
than 20,000 foreign students since 1952. 

Most of these students are non- 
Christians on their arrival, and their 
contact with vital Christianity may be 
the most important experience of their

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Children have a unique way of 
breaking the ice among strangers. 
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yisit to this country. Some, however, 
are already Christians and these find 
much-needed encouragement under 
the aegis of ISI. In August, for ex- 
ample, no fewer than 100 Christian 
internationals gathered for a seven 
day ISI conference on the Wheaton 
College campus. They left with a fresh 
vision, not only of the importance of 
living for Christ as students in this 
country, but of furthering the mis- 
sionary task in their respective coun- 


tries 


+ WuaT happens when a visiting in- 
ternational and his family are wel- 
comed into a Christian home? Let’s 
follow the Ram Singhs in what was a 
memorable weekend with the Millers. 

In the thirty-six hours they spent 
on the Indiana farm the Singhs be- 
came part of the Miller family. They 
asked and answered scores of ques- 
tions; they explored the farm, visited 
a neighboring dairy, a hatchery and 
one or two other local businesses. On 
Saturday evening they and their hosts 
gathered at the Millers’ church for a 
supper with other families entertain- 
ing international guests. On Sunday 
morning they returned to the church, 
this time for a service in which one or 
two of the Christian students in the 
delegation had a part. 

By the time the weekend was over 
both the Singhs and the Millers 
realized they had made new friends 
and were already talking of plans for 
future visits. Most important, the 
Singhs had already shown interest in 
the Millers’ Christian faith. 

Weekend entertaining is by no 
means the only approach to Christian 
hospitality. Families who live near a 
college campus more often invite

foreign students in for an evening 
meal, a Saturday outing or a Sunday 
dinner. Students are invited back and 
friendships grow. 

Some families have found their 
greatest challenge in rooming and 
boarding foreign students. One Chris- 
tian family near the Argonne Na- 
tional Laboratory in the Chicago area 
built an addition to their home just 
to make room for foreign students. 

Along with individual families, 
many churches are also taking a lead 
in the work with internationals. The 
East Lansing Trinity Church near 
the Michigan State University campus 
has employed a returned missionary 
as a full time foreign student worker. 
Counseling foreign students in ten 
different languages, he.and the pastor 
of the church have seen a score of 
them come to Christ in the past two 
years. 

More common are the churches that 
have a committee or secretary who 
plans the foreign student outreach 
within the church. This outreach may 
include an_ International Sunday, 
when foreign students are extended 
special welcome and invited into 
Christian homes after morning serv- 
ices. Some college groups have spon- 
sored foreign students on weekend 
conferences and retreats. Or the 
young married couples group may 
serve an evening buffet dinner of food 
from different countries, sharing 
afterward in fellowship and discus- 
sion. 


+ Because of such friendships with 
U. S. Christians, an encouraging num- 
ber of international students have 
found Christ as Saviour before re- 
turning to their homelands. Most of

them, like the engineer who now 
holds a top position in the Indian 
government and the Japanese execu- 
tive who now sparks a growing con- 
gregation back home, return to be- 
come key figures in Christian work. 
Most people are surprised to learn 
how many students come to this coun- 
try for advanced training. No fewer 
than forty thousand arrived last fall, 
bringing the total number of those 
now in the United States to more than 
100,000. These their countries’ 
leaders of tomorrow—in government, 
business and world affairs 

Communists well know the impor- 
tance of this student group. They have 
appropriated millions of rubles to 
finance a friendship program for visi- 
tors to the Soviet Union. This program 
for winning friends and influence is 
paying off. The U. S. government uni- 
versities, and other sponsors of for- 
eign visitors however, depend on pri- 
vate agencies such as ISI to arrange 
the hospitality and contact with 
friends. 

The ISI program began only ten 
years ago when evangelist Bob Finley 
returned from abroad with the vision 
of enlisting Christian families in the 
foreign student ministry. As ISI grew, 
it branched out to support the work 
of Christian nationals abroad. Leaders 
of the movement contend that a na- 
tional evangelist often costs less than 
one-tenth the support of an American 
missionary, and he is more effective. 

What happens to the international 
while a student in this country can 
have far-reaching significance. Even 
those returning as non-Christians at 
least carry back a respect for our 
country and for the Christian faith. 
Others, ignored or mistreated, have

+ Asa link between internationals and 
Christian families, ISI maintains head- 
quarters in Washington, D.C., with 
branch offices in six leading cities. A 
typical representative’s day may go 
something like this: 

Arising early for morning devotions, 
he breakfasts with his family and a 
weekend Japanese guest. At table de- 
votions, the guest, a nominal Bud- 
dhist, asks the meaning of a certain 
Bible passage. This opens up a dis- 
cussion which lasts until 9:30 when 
he leaves for the office, first dropping 
off his guest at a museum in which he 
has shown interest. 

Two foreign students are waiting 
at the office. One, an Indian student, 
is looking for a job. He receives an 
employment guide, some suggestions 
and an invitation to keep in touch with 
the ISI office for further leads. The 
other student, a girl from Germany, 
needs help in arranging a cross-coun- 
try itinerary. Before she leaves, a 
detailed schedule has been mapped 
out, including lodging in Christian 
homes enroute. She also receives ad- 
vice about her baggage. 

Finally the ISI representative turns 
to the stack of morning mail. One 
query is from a suburban church ask- 
ing information about the foreign 
student program. Another is from a 
visiting university student in need of 
weekend lodging. 

At noon a visitor from China, a pro- 
fessing Christian, joins the repre- 
sentative for lunch. He is concerned 
about family troubles and soon they

are looking into God’s Word for 
needed answers before a time of 
prayer. By 1:15 a call sends the busy 
representative to the bus depot to 
meet a Korean student, orient him on 
the city and instruct him to call the 
local businessman in whose home he'll 
stay that evening. 

He returns to the office in time to 
help a student from Jordan find hous- 
ing in a rooming house operated by a 
Christian family. The remaining two 
hours are spent advising two couples 
who are launching into the foreign 
student ministry. Phone calls inter- 
rupt. 

At home the ISI area director and 
his family have dinner alone—after 
having guests the previous four eve- 
nings. But after the meal he is off for 
a nearby university campus to lead a 
Bible study. A young man from Paki- 
stan asks many questions in a conver- 
sation which lasts until 11:00. 

Teaming up with ISI staff workers, 
of course, is the individual Christian 
family. The Christian home is the 
heart of the ministry and that is where 
folks like the Levi Millers come in. 
They began hosting foreign students 
on their Indiana farm a couple of 
years ago. Usually their guests came 
from Chicago and stayed two or three 
days. A few returned for repeat visits. 
Then last year they invited a student 
from China to work on the farm dur- 
ing the summer. He was majoring in 
agricultural engineering and wanted 
some on-the-job experience while in 
the U. S. 

During the summer the Millers 
shared the love of Jesus Christ with 
him. Already having had contact with 
Christians back in China and later on 
Formosa, he responded to the gospel.

Suppose your family were to be 
come a part of the foreign studen 
program and an international gue 
came to your home for a weekend 
what would you need to know?

“I’ve met twa 
kinds of people since coming to thi 
country,” one student observed. “Most 
Americans are just indifferent. Then 
there are the religious persons. The 
show an interest in me until it see 
to them I’m not an easy mark for con- 
version. Then they drop me. Where 
can I find some real friends?” 

Another student remarked, “I’ve 
had invitations to a dozen differen 
homes. They never invite me _ back 
I’m a curiosity.” 

All this points up the importance o 
your being genuinely interested ix 
your student guest as a friend. Noth 
ing will count quite so much.

(Psalm 25:14). Those who really 
mean business with God are favored 
with personal guidance from day to 
day. 


+ Separation from known sin is God’s 
will for us. “This is the will of God, 
even your sanctification” (I Thes- 
salonians 4:3). No one could ask for 
a plainer statement. Although it is a 
part of what we have called the gen- 
eral will of God for all His people, it 
is put in such a way as to supply us 
with a test case for self-examination. 

God is holy. He cannot look on sin 
with the least degree of allowance. 
“If I regard iniquity in my heart, the 
Lord will not hear me” (Psalm 66:18). 
To cherish some loved sin, refusing to 
give it up for Christ’s sake, is to erect 
a barrier between us and the blessings 
of communion with God. If we are 
serious about learning His plan for 
our lives, we must consider this verse 
as one of His first messages to us. He 
wills that we shall be sanctified. 

It is not necessary for us to examine 
the details of the great doctrine of 
sanctification at this point. To be 
sanctified is to be set apart; this is the 
literal meaning of the word. We are 
set apart unto God, in one sense of the 
term, the moment we receive Christ, 
for we are bought with the price of 
His blood. Some day we shall be set 
apart from sin forever, by being taken 
to glory with Christ. But I Thes- 
salonians 4:3 speaks of our present 
responsibility. God wants us to take 
our stand against every form of known 
sin and to maintain that stand con- 
sistently. The context of the verse 
indicates what kinds of sin are im- 
mediately in view: sins of impurity 
(v. 3); greedy desire for something 
we do not have (v. 5); and fraud of 
all kinds, which of course includes 
cheating in school examinations just 
as much as it does the defrauding of 
others in business (v. 6). 

To enable us to become free from 
such sins, we have been given the 
Bible, which sanctifies and cleanses us 
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GOD'S WILL 


FOR YOUR LIFE 


(Ephesians 5:26). Like a mirror it 
shows us our shortcomings and then 
provides the remedy, so that we may 
be transformed more and more into 
the likeness of Christ (II Corinthians 
3:18). In addition, the Holy Spirit 
dwells within us to keep us from 
giving in to the lusts of the flesh 
(Galatians 5:16). Also, the Lord Jesus 
“ever liveth to make intercession” for 
all who have come unto God by Him 
(Hebrews 7:25). Everything has been 
done to make a clean, godly life pos- 
sible for the Christian. 


+ Prayer and thanksgiving are God’s 
will for us. “Pray without ceasing. In 
everything give thanks: for this is the 
will of God in Christ Jesus concerning 
you” (I Thessalonians 5:17, 18). Here 
is another clear statement, like a voice 
from heaven answering our question, 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” 


This is the second of a six-unit home 
study series, “God’s Will for your Life,” 
adapted from a Moody Correspondence 
School course. The October lesson 
stressed that God has a plan for every 
life. This month’s study discusses the im- 
portant first steps of discovering that 
plan. If you missed the first unit, it is not 
too late to begin this month. For a prof- 
itable time in God’s Word, follow these 
simple instructions: 


“ Seek a quiet place, then bow your 
head and ask the Holy Spirit to make 
the lesson clear. 


“ Turn to page 45 and check the an- 
swers to last month’s exam. Note 
carefully any answers you missed. 


“ Read the text of this study, looking 
up all the Bible references. 


“ Check the exam instructions at the 
end of the lesson. 


It is a strange thing that, with more 
books available on the subject than 
ever before, prayer is almost a lost 
art to the present generation. With the 
riches of the devotional literature of 
the ages to draw on, people face the 
most serious kind of trouble without 
apparently thinking it necessary to 
spend an hour or two, much less a 
night, in prayer. It seems almost in- 
credible that we should regard the 
Word of God so lightly, but it is true. 

Pastors frequently find that families 
have been facing calamities of all 
kinds without thinking it necessary to 
meet with other Christians at the 
prayer meeting. Missionaries are 
obliged to face the terrible power of 
the enemies of the cross without 
prayer support that could bring down 
power from on high, because so many 
in the homeland forget that one of the 
main channels God uses for the bless- 
ing of His people is their intercession 
for one another. 

The exhortations, “Pray without 
ceasing” and “In everything give 
thanks,” mean more than offering an 
occasional prayer at bedtime or bow- 
ing for a moment at lunch. They tell us 
to lift our hearts to the Lord con- 
stantly throughout the day in thanks- 
giving for the abundant evidences of 
His love and in earnest petition con- 
cerning everything we do, that we 
may please Him and have His blessing. 
We do not have to retire to a monas- 
tery to be in communion with the Lord 
during every waking hour. “In noth- 
ing be anxious; but in everything by 
prayer and supplication with thanks- 
giving let your requests be made 
known unto God. And the peace of 
God, which passeth all understanding, 
shall guard your hearts and your 
thoughts in Christ Jesus” (Philippians 
4:6, 7, A.S.V.). 

Perfect peace about the future, as 
well as about everything else, is de- 
pendent on our meeting this threefold 
requirement calling for prayer, which 
is the ordinary word for continuous 
communion with God; supplication, or 
the fervent intercession demanded by 
some situations; and thanksgiving. 
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When we remember to do this, we 
have little difficulty in deciding 
whether we are where the Lord wants 
cs to be. 

+ Good deeds are God’s will for us. 


For so is the will of God, that with 
oing ye may put to silence the 
ionorance of foolish men” (1 Peter 
9:15). The world is full of ignorant 
and foolish people who are quick to 
iake the most of the failings of Chris- 
We are being watched con- 

therefore, we must be on our 
ard, quieting the tongues of the 
enemies of Christianity by deeds of 
kindness and love. We have no right 

) give unbelievers ammunition to use 
against the cause of Christ. 

What forms of well doing are in 
view? The preceding verses afford 
several suggestions. We are to abstain 
from fleshly lust. We are to be trans- 
parently honest in everything. We are 
to respect the laws of the land and the 
rules of the office or shop where we 
work. This means that we must be 
careful not to neglect the work for 
which an employer is paying us, even 
to engage in Christian service or reli- 
sious argument. Doubtless we fulfill 
the spirit of I Peter 2:15 when we 
engage in benevolent enterprises not 
under the direct control of the Church. 
“As we have therefore opportunity, 
let us do good unto all men” (Gala- 
tians 6:10). 

The subject of our good deeds is so 
important that it is set forth in the 
Bible as one reason why God has 
saved us. “We are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works” (Ephesians 2:10). Christ “gave 
himself for us, that he might. redeem 
us from all iniquity, and purify unto 
himself a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works” (Titus 2:14). 

If we have been neglecting to put 
good works in their proper place as 


stantly 


part of the divine plan for us, we can 


» easily begin at once to bring our lives 


into conformity with the Word of God. 
There is an extra incentive in the 
warning of James 4:17: “Therefore to 
him that knoweth to do good, and 
doeth it not, to him it is sin.” The 
thines we fail to do through ignor- 
ance are not here in view, but the 
things we know we ought to do and 
yet neglect. Inactivity then becomes 
sin. 


* Suffering is sometimes God’s will 
lor us. “Let them that suffer according 
to the will of God commit the keeping 
of their souls to him in well doing, as 
faithful Creator” (I Peter 
4:19). Many examples are found in 
the Scriptures to show why goodly 
people often suffer. 

The three Hebrew young men who 
Were cast into the fiery furnace en- 


unto a 
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tered into a new experience of the 
love of God as the result of their trial. 
They had a personal revelation of His 
power to deliver them, they walked 
with Him in the midst of the fire: a 
divinely given capacity to endure the 
flame was theirs: the enemies of God 
were confounded; they became a 
blessing to multitudes who have read 
their story (Daniel 3). 

It was because the disciples had fol- 
lowed the Lord Jesus into the ship 
that they found themselves threatened 
by a terrific storm on the Sea of 
Galilee (Matthew 8:23-27). He led 
them into trouble so that they might 
behold something never before seen 
by human eyes—the power of His 
word over the forces of nature. 


The blind man in John 9:3 was 
suffering “that the works of God 
should be made manifest in him.” 


Because he was born blind, the power 
of Christ was manifested: both phys- 
ical and spiritual sight came to him, 
and the Bible record of his experience 
has brought many to the Lord. 
When Paul was lashed and then 
thrown into a dungeon in Philippi, 
somebody might have said that he was

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‘TT morning was dark and rainy, 

and we had just finished our quiet 
time when the doorbell rang.

For some time our 
family has made it a practice to leave 
Christian books and articles where 
they are likely to be seen and read. 
For members of the family, such books 
go beside our favorite chairs, on the 
sewing machine, in the kitchen, on the 
desk, close to each bed and, yes, even 
in the bath, laundry and recreation 
rooms. 

“Oh, Mother, I just found the neat- 
est story! This girl had a problem just 
like mine—” and our teenage daugh- 
ter is lost in a story that had been 
placed especially to catch her atten- 
tion. 

Sometimes our Christian books and 
magazines are left to catch the eye of 
others, and then we, too, are often 
surprised. We never know who will be 
the next to pick up a book which has

already brought pleasure and _ profit 
to us. 

Our lending—and giving—of Chris. 
tian books began with the spiritua| 
awakening of various members of ou; 
family. Though we were scattered in 
different cities, several of us found 
new life in Christ about the same time 
through reading different books and 
periodicals. Small wonder that ou, 
family letters generally include the 
recommendation of a valued Christian 
book. 

It was natural for us to begin shar- 
ing these good things with our close 
friends. Discussing the books gave 
Christ a larger place in our friendships 
and brought us many opportunities to 
tell what He had done for us. 

At first we were surprised when we 
found people were spiritually hungry 
enough to want to read. Often they 
were not those who read much secula: 
material or who had much time. One 
young man had never even shown in- 
terest in newspapers or picture maga- 





zines. He was a Christian, however, 
and knew the difference Christ had 
made in his life. When his wife took 
books home, she shared parts of them 
with him. Soon he was outreading her, 
enjoying our deepest books on doc- 
trine. 

Another of our most enthusiastic 
readers is a seventy-two-year-old 
woman. She takes an armload of books 
every time she comes to visit. 

“Give me something for a teenage 
boy,” she told us recently. “Every 
time my neighbor comes in he picks 
up the book I have on the table, so | 
might as well have something just for 
him. And one of the ladies in my mis- 
sionary society wants to know if I 
could bring her Through Gates of 
Splendor by Betty Elliot.” 

In just such ways we have shared 
books with members of at least ten 
local churches. One book was used for 
opening exercises in a Sunday school 
class for a year, and several members 
of the class read it through. Another 
was used by a circle leader as a Bible 
study guide for her monthly meetings. 

Members of our own Sunday school 
class have also shared our books. One 
woman told us about her husband. 

“Now that he is furloughed he has 
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started reading everything I bring 
home. I just leave the books out in a 
handy place. You know he has not 
gone to church for years. But it was 
his suggestion that we begin Bible 
reading and prayer together, and I’m 
it has been because of these 
books.” 

When we saw what our Christian 
books meant to our close friends, we 
began to look for ways to get books 
into the hands of others. At first in our 
eagerness to share we were often 
cuilty of pushing books off on those 
who did not want them. 

Through the years God has taught 
us the same secret He teaches about 
giving any personal witness. He wants 
to direct the placing through His 
Spirit. In fact, He sends us those who 
are eager for the spiritual help found 
in the books we have to offer. Forced 
witness falls on hard ground. When 
we commit our book sharing to Him 
in prayer, we can sit back and wait for 
a knock on the door. Sometimes, as in

tell you how much Jenny appreciated 
it,” she said.

Some of our family’s most interest- 
ing experiences have come to us 
through the ministry of sharing Chris- 
tian books. A young salesman came to 
show us his line of Bibles.

During that time he read several 
Christian classics and carried away 
several more when he went back to 
college. 

A young Christian nurse told us how 
much she had benefited from Inter- 
Varsity Christian Fellowship’s book of 
daily devotions for nurses, On Call. 
We had asked her if she would like 
to borrow a book, having no idea of 
the precious fellowship we would have 
with her through the months preced- 
ing her marriage and then her move 
to another city.

the case of the woman who stopped to 
make a phone call, that knock comes 
literally. 

Frequently when we offer hospital- 
ity God shows us a need which can be 
met through books He has placed with 
us. I think especially of the man who 
came to tell our church about his 
work in Portugal. While in our home 
he noticed a copy of The Prayer Life 
by Andrew Murray. 

“That book meant so much to me,” 
he commented. “I hope to get all 
Andrew Murray’s books that I can 
find.” 

Looking on our shelf of Moody 
Colportage books we found two or 
three by Murray which this worker 
had not read. Also there was a copy of 
The Treasury of Andrew Murray, an 
anthology published by Revell. It was 
a privilege to give these to the mis- 
sionary. 

It was the lack of sound evangelical 
volumes in our public library that 
prompted us to donate a copy of 
Never a Dull Moment by Eugenia 
Price. Two years later we were re- 
warded by a telephone call from a 
mother. 

“When I saw on the flyleaf who had 
given the book, I just had to call to 
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Soon after taking her first book she 
came back for another. “Do you have 
anything on the second coming?” she 
asked. “One of the other nurses 
wanted to know about it. You know 
when a patient dies, we often have an 
opportunity to present Christ to mem- 
bers of the staff, as well as to the 
family. Those who aren’t Christians 
always ask me to take over when they 
think the patient is dying. They can’t 
bear to face death, for only a Chris- 
tian has either hope or comfort.” 

Every activity of our family puts us 
in touch with potential readers. My 
husband takes pocket-sized books in 
his lunch box when he goes to his 
work as a railroad engineer. When his 
train has to wait for another, or when 
it gets a “spot” for some other reason, 
he sometimes gets to do some reading. 
Often the title of the book alone will 
open the way for a witness to the men 
with whom he works. 

Our teenage daughters recommend 
books to their friends who meet here 
for the Youth for Christ Bible Club. 
Usually there are one or two readers 
in this group who go through every- 
thing of interest on our shelves. Very 
popular with them are Narramore’s 
Life and Love and Young Only Once; 


Engstrom’s Straight Talks to Teens, 
and the biographies and mission ad- 
venture books as well as fiction. 

Another outreach of our family 
comes through entertaining foreign 
students. As we sat at a picnic table 
with two Coptic doctors from Egypt 
some time ago, my husband asked who 
were their favorite authors. 

“John Bunyan and F. B. Meyer,” 
they replied together. We blinked and 
asked again, hardly believing our ears. 
Twenty-three years old, already prac- 
ticing gynecology and pediatrics, they 
had grown up together, shared their 


ideas on everything, and read the 
same authors. 
“We have read all of his books 


which have been translated by one of 
our own priests. Do you know where 
we can find a Christian library?” 

Eagerly they took the condensed 
version of Meyer’s Peter the Man, 
Health Shall Spring Forth by Dr. Paul 
Adolph and several small Christian 
classics. Some of the books they re- 
turned, but we asked them to keep 
the ones they would continue to find 
useful when they return to Egypt. 

Through books we have been able 
to reach out to many who are unable 
to attend church regularly, and to 
those who are in churches other than 
our own. For this reason we are con- 
tinually looking for fresh books from 
various publishers. Among the books 
which we often give in our initial 
contacts are Calvary Road by Hes- 
sion; The Cross and the Common Man 
by Gockel; Peace with God by Gra- 
ham; Stepping Heavenward by Pren- 
tiss and Through Gates of Splendor 
by Elliot. 

When lending a book we make a 
simple record, even for books going 
to relatives and close friends. Clipped 
in with a paper clip is a three-by-five 
card bearing the book title. Removing 
the card, we write the borrower's 
name and the date on the card and put 
it in a file box. Our name and tele- 
phone number is in each book. 

Though our selection is still small 
and takes only nine feet of shelving, 
we are able to keep twenty to fifty 
books in circulation. While our origi- 
nal books were often bought for our 
own study with money from our “edu- 
cation” fund, we find that the Lord 


‘provides the new books we need. If 


we give one book away, it may be re- 
placed by others given to us. 

We are truly thankful for the op- 
portunity to lend and give Christian 
books to those who are seeking more 
light, or effectiveness in His service. 
It thrills us to see people read books 
which we feel were given to us to 
place in the hands of others for their 
blessing and His glory! EnpD

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O* morning we awoke very early 

to the blowing of the rams’ horns 
and the beating of two pieces of iron 
together by the witch doctor. By this 
we knew that some great celebration 
was going on, but we didn’t know 
what to expect. For several days there 
had been some agitation because of 
the drought, and the people were get- 
ting anxious about their crops. 

Both the pagans and the Christians 
had planted corn, but it came up and 
withered. They planted it a second 
time and it didn’t even come _ up. 
Finally, the head of all the pagans, a 
witch doctor and medicine man, said, 
“l'll bring the rain.” 

When I heard this great hubbub I 
went out to see the witch doctor 
climbing a palm tree. Some of these 
palms are twenty or thirty feet tall, 
and he was making a bed out of the 
branches on the top of one tree. 

I asked, “What’s he going to do up 
there?” and the people replied, “He 
is getting as near to God as he can. 
He's going to bring the rain.” 

Then as I turned around I saw 
Shango, the big idol, and lying along- 
side of the idol was a live ox. Now 
oxen don’t live in that part of the 
country, for the tsetse flies are so bad 
they soon would kill them. They had 
brought this animal from somewhere 
in the North to make the sacrifice to 
Shango, the god of thunder. 

The witch doctor on top of the tree 
began to shout and the people down 
below began to beat the drums, blow 
the horns and shout and scream. Oh, 
if 1 ever got a picture of Mt. Carmel 
as we get it in the Book, I got it 
here. There they were, shouting and 
screaming and cutting their bodies 
with stones and knives to bring the 
raln 

We missionaries who were living 
about four or five hundred yards away 


got very little sleep for the next few 
days. 

Finally I went to the foot of the 
palm tree and asked the witch doctor, 
“Friend, where is the rain? You have 
been up there for four days and you 
have no rain.” 

“Oh, white man, it’s coming,” he 
answered. On the fifth day he came 
out of the tree and made the great 
sacrifice to Shango. They took the 
bull, sacrificed it, drank most of the 
blood warm, then ate the whole ani- 
mal. But there was no rain. 

I went to the leader again and said, 
“You were going to bring the rain, but 
you still have no rain. You were up 
there for five days. You said you were 
sure the rain was coming, but it 
didn’t. Do you know why there is no 
rain?” 

He answered, “The reason is that 
Shango always demands a human 
sacrifice, and we could not get a girl 
who could be sacrificed.” So after 
a week of crying and shouting to 
Shango, they still had no rain. 


+ THEN the Muslims came on the 
scene and they practically quoted 
from Psalm 115. “Sure, their god will 
not answer,” they cried. “These idols 
can’t answer. They are all made of 
wood and stone. They have eyes, but 
they see not. They have ears, but they 
hear not. They have mouths, but they 
speak not. No answer can come from 
those idols, but we will bring the rain. 
We have no idols.” So they called for 
a week of fasting. Night and day they 
cried, “There is no God but God, and 
Mohammed is his prophet. Day after 
day, four or five times a day and dur- 
ing the night, this cry went out. 

After a week they went down to the 
river and sacrificed a ram. But there 
was still no rain.

| sary?” It was more than a casual 
question. The man who spoke was 

a Christian I knew well. Only a few 
hours earlier I had visited his wife in 
the hospital. She had been there for 
some time and there was little hope 
that she would soon return home. 

Many believers are asking the same 
question. Sickness comes, loved ones 
are taken, or sorrow strikes in some 
other way. And they feel that if they 
only could discover why their trial 
has come it would be easier to bear. 

They are quite right. The Scriptures 
support that confidence. For tucked 
away in the little Epistle of James is 
a tremendously practical word. It is 
this—that if we understand the real 
purposes of trial in our life, we actu- 
ally can be joyful in the midst of 
severest testing. “My brethren,” 
writes James, “count it all joy when 
ye fall into divers temptations” (1:2). 
“Temptations” here means “trials” or 
“testings.” 

But how can one who loves God be 
joyful in a time of testing? The apostle 
explains in the words that follow. 
“Knowing this,” he says, “that the 
trying of your faith worketh patience” 
(v.3). The first purpose of trial is the 
approval of our faith, for the word 
translated “trial” means just that: “a 
test to find approved.” 

Those who attend school expect to 
take periodic examinations. Although 
students may think otherwise, those 
tests are given primarily to show that 
those who pass them have mastered 
the subject, that they are approved. 
In the same way, God’s tests are to 
show us approved on the basis of 
faith. 

The Greeks used the word for “ap- 
proval” to describe the purifying of 
metal. The metal was placed in a re- 
fining pot and heated. As the fire 
burned, the dross came to the top 
where it was skimmed off, leaving only 
the purified metal. This is what God 
wants in your life and mine. We face 
trial and testing so that that which is 
impure, that which keeps us from 
being genuine through and through, 
may come to the surface and be re- 
moved. 

If you are facing difficulty today, 
recognize the fact that God has a pur- 
pose in permitting it. This was true in 
Job’s experience. Satan tried Job in 
order to trip him. God permitted the 
trial to prove him genuine. 

But notice, James says (v.3) that 
trials are not only for the approval 
of our faith; such testings work 
patience. This is the second purpose of 
trial: the development of endurance. 

No one would ever expect to win an 
athletic event without endurance. 
Just the other night at the supper

Clearly he had not as yet developed 
endurance. 

Christians have the same kind of 
trouble. One thing that offen bothered 
me as a young pastor was the lack of 
spiritual endurance on the part of 
those I thought were mature and 
yeady to face any difficulty. Eager and 
helpful they entered into the work of 
the church. But when trials came they 
were nowhere to be found. They had 
no endurance: 

All too often in our Christian life 
when we come up to a hurdle and 
stumble, we go down to stay. Yet if 
we're to count for God where He 
wants us to be we must endure. This 
is something we develop only by actu- 
ally facing the test and going on. 

V. Raymond Edman, president 
of Wheaton College, used to make a 
little speech when the returns were in 
after mid-semester examinations. It 
was titled, “It’s Always Too Soon to 
Quit!”"—a good motto for Christian 
living. 

James says that trial worketh pa- 
tience: that is, it continually works; 
it is a day by day process. The Greek 
word here for “work” is very strong. 
It means “to bring to complete fulfill- 
ment.” God wants to round out, to 
complete, the quality of endurance in 
the Christian. 

This is exactly what the writer of 
Hebrews tells us in Hebrews 12:1: 
“Let us run with patience,” he says. 
“Run with endurance the race that is 
set before us.” 

He further points out that Jesus 
Christ did the same in His earthly 
life: “For consider him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest ye be wearied and faint 
in your minds” (Heb. 12:3). Christ is 
our great example of endurance as 
we face our testing times. 

James goes on to indicate a third 
purpose of trial. This is in verse 4: 
“But let patience have her perfect 
work, that ye may be perfect and 
entire, wanting nothing.” The word 
“perfect” means “adult,” “spiritually 
mature,” “complete.” 

God allows trial in our lives to make 
us mature Christians, “perfect and 
entire, wanting nothing.” Trial de- 
velops endurance and brings about 
completeness. 


“I 
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arm to your body and 
and eventually it be- 
It takes exercise to 
build endurance in that arm. Without 
exercise it loses all its strength. So 
God allows various trials to come into 
our experience to bring about full 
development. 

We are inclined to approach our 
problems from the opposite side, “If 
I ever get over this difficulty,” we say, 
“it will be smooth sailing from then 
on.” 

No. God will permit another trial 
to come in order to develop another 
part of your character. In so doing He 
is trying to strengthen you in every 
respect so that you will be “wanting 
[or lacking] nothing.” 

This complete rounding out of our 
spiritual life is a great asset in our 
service for God. Not only are we 
ourselves strengthened but we are 
given more to share with others in 
terms of our personal experience. Paul 
says in II Corinthians, that it is God 
“who comforteth us in all tribulation, 
that we may be able to comfort them 
which are in any trouble, by the com- 
fort wherewith we ourselves are com- 
forted of God” (1:4). Thus God, 
through trial, makes us complete that 
we in turn may be useful to Him. 

In view of all this—of our under- 
standing of God’s purposes in trial 
and our desire to be in God’s will— 
what should we do in times of testing? 
James says, “Count it all joy .. .” 
(v.2). This is an attitude. It involves 
the mind. 

But this trial which now engulfs 
you—how can you look upon it as joy? 
Go back to the purposes which God 
has revealed and see. According to 
this word, God is giving you an oppor- 
tunity to show that you can stand up 
as a stalwart Christian. He is planning 
to show Satan and a host of others 
that you are a true and faithful child 
of His. Having this in mind, you can 
regard the trial with joy. 

This is in keeping with what is said 
of Christ in Hebrews 12:2: “Who for 


Tie your 
leave it there, 
comes useless. 
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the joy that was set before him en-_| 


dured the cross, despising the shame.” 

What James says also means that 
the Christian should recognize that 
the trial is necessary. One reason, I 
think, that we so often feel a little 
grieved with God is that we fail to 
recognize such testing as a necessary 
part of Christian life. 

Consider the words of the apostle 
Peter here. Like James, he wrote to 
people under trial, and he said to 
them, “Beloved think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which is to 
try you, as though some strange thing 
happened unto you” (I Pet. 4:12). Do 
not think of trial as an experience

Some Tributes to the Pre-eminent Biblical Archaeologist of Our Time 


A new volume containing thirteen 
scholarly essays in honor of the world 
famous archaeologist, Dr. William F. 
Albright, carries a title pregnant with 
meaning, The Bible and the Ancient 
Near East. It embraces the inexhausti- 
ble subjects of ancient history, the 
geography of the Near East, the 
achaeological discoveries at the far 
end of the Mediterranean world, the 
origin of civilization and the Semitic 
religion. It treats such places and peo- 
ple as Egypt, Palestine, Babylon, 
Assyria, the Hittites and Amorites, 
Tyre and Sidon, the Phoenicians and 
the Philistines, Megiddo and Jerusa- 
lem, Byblos and Antioch and Ephesus 
and Pergamum. 

The Mediterranean, historically, is 
the most important area in the world, 
because there God revealed Himself 
to His people, Israel. There the proph- 
ets lived and proclaimed their mes- 
sages. There the Messiah was born, 
that He might secure redemption for 
us by His death and resurrection. 
There were the Holy Scriptures 
written. Any man, any book, any 
institution, any exploration that can 
contribute to our understanding of 
the historical episodes and the tribes 
and nations set before us in the 
Word of God is of the greatest im- 
portance. 

No man in the twentieth century 
has exercised such an enormous in- 
fluence over the interpretation of the 
vast discoveries in the Near East re- 
lating to the Holy Scriptures as Wil- 
liam F. Albright. To quote Dr. 
George E. Mendenhall of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan: “The history of 
Old Testament studies since World 
War I is to a very large extent the 
history of his academic productivity, 
and the transition which Biblical 
studies are now experiencing can be 
seen as having taken place in his 
own work during the first decade 
following World War I.”

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The editor of this rich and beauti- 
fully printed volume is Dr. G. Ernest 
Wright, himself a distinguished 
archaeologist and for many years a 
professor at McCormick Theological 
Seminary. He now is at Harvard 
University. A student of Dr. Albright 
in former years, he has contributed 
the chapter on “The Archeology of 
Palestine.” 

Albright was born in Chile in 1891. 
He was the son of missionary par- 
ents. Before thirty years of age he 
was made acting director of the 
American Schools of Oriental Re- 
search in Jerusalem. He was full di- 
rector 1921-29 and again from 
1933-36. He was the distinguished 
professor of Semitic Languages at 
Johns Hopkins University from 1929 
to his retirement last year. During 
these thirty years he trained some of 
the outstanding Old Testament schol- 
ars of this younger generation. Al- 
bright began writing for learned 
journals when he was only twenty. 

The bibliography found in an ap- 
pendix to this volume, extending 
through May, 1958, lists over 800 
separate items. I find here ten titles 
of books listed, one of which ex- 
tended to three volumes—The Exca- 
vation of Tell Beit Mirsim; 558 sepa- 
rate articles, biographical sketches 
for various encyclopedias, chapters 
in books edited by others and 275 
separate book reviews. Some of these 
contain reviews of ten or fifteen 
books, such as “Some recent Publi- 
cations BASOR,” Volume 64, pages 
28-32, which I have recorded as a 
single item, even though sixteen dif- 
ferent books are here summarized. 

Albright himself is able to lecture 
fluently in five languages in addition 
to our own—German, French, Ara- 
bic, Hebrew and Italian—and he has 
a command of many others. Many of 
his articles and reviews are in Ital- 
ian, French, German and Hebrew 
periodicals. Some of his published 
volumes have gone through numer- 
ous editions, none of them without 
some important revision. 


A few details concerning this vol- 
ume may not be out of order. There 
are fourteen essays, including one by 
Albright himself, on “The Role of 
the Canaanites in the History of Civ- 
ilization.” They vary in length from 
a very short one of ten pages on Old 
Testament chronology to the learned 
and illuminating essay of seventy 
pages on “The Development of the 
Jewish Scripts” by Dr. Frank Cross, 
well-known authority on the Dead 
Sea Scrolls and now of Harvard. 
Each article has a series of footnotes 
—from four brief notes for one arti- 
cle to 186 on the one by Cross. There 
are over 1200 in all. I would judge 
the text itself to be about 133,000 
words and the footnotes perhaps 
65,000. In addition is the exhaustive 
bibliography of Albright’s writings 
and two thorough indexes—one to 
authors and one to subjects. 

While I have read rather exten- 
sively in the field of biblical archae- 





ology for years, some items here 
carry suggestions I have _ never 
heard before. For example, the 
Greek name Phoenicia, Albright 


says, “must refer to the purple in- 
dustry,” in as much as the Greek 
word for purple is phoinos. He be- 
lieves the very name of Canaan it- 
self “is a West Semitic expression, 
meaning ‘belonging to the land of 
purple.’” (In our N.T. this is not the 
Greek word translated purple, but 
rather the word porphura.) 

In the article by Professor G. 
Ernest Wright there is a statement 
referring to an event that seems 
almost to have a cloud of mystery 
hanging over it. He writes: “One of 
the most striking facts about the 
Early Bronze civilization is its de- 
struction, one so violent that scarcely 
a vestige of it survived . . . We do 
not know when the event took place; 
we only know that there is not an 
Early Bronze city excavated or ex- 
plored in all Palestine which does 
not have a gap in its occupation be- 
tween Early Bronze III and the Mid- 
dle Bronze Age. To date this gap, 
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we know that it must be approxi- 
mately contemporary with a similar 
period in Egypt, called the ‘First 
Intermediate’ between Dynasties VI 
(ca. 22nd-21st centuries B.C.), and 


| further that it must occur during the 
| ‘caliciform’ period of Syria.” 


The extensive comments by Pro- 
fessor Campbell on the significance 
of the number forty in chronological 
statements in the Old Testament 
deserves careful study. 

As a conservative I was thrilled to 
read statements occurring over and 
over again in this volume emphasiz- 
ing that, in the attitudes of scholars 
toward the historic veracity of the 
Old Testament Scriptures, there has 
been a powerful movement toward 


| the right in the last thirty years. 


For example, Professor John Bright 


| of Union Theological Seminary, Rich- 


mond, in speaking of the old, severely 
critical views of Wellhausen, has this 
to say: “The philosophical under- 
structure upon which the whole 
scheme rested, and which lent to it 
an aura of self-evidence, fell into dis- 
credit. After two total wars and 
countless other unmentionable hor- 
rors, few are left today who would 
find a melioristic evolution a suffi- 
cient explanation of human history— 
and, by the same token, of Israel’s 
history. Deprived of its philosophical 
rationals, the critical structure was 
left vulnerable. Further, within the 
realm of criticism itself, there was 
certainly a reaction against the ridicu- 
lous extremes to which documentary 
analysis was sometimes carried, ex- 
tremes which taxed all credulity and 
threatened to discredit the whole pro- 
cedure in the eyes of sober-minded 
people When the founders of 
Biblical criticism did their work, very 
little, if anything, was known at first 
hand of the ancient Orient. The great 
antiquity of its civilization was not 
even guessed, the nature of its various 
cultures and religions scarcely under- 
stood at all... It has become plain 
that the narratives of Israel’s origins 
found in the Hexateuch, far from re- 
flecting the circumstances of those 
later ages when the documents sup- 
posedly were written, reflect pre- 


| cisely—whatever one may say of their 


| historical worth 


those of the second 
millennium B.C. of which they pur- 
port to tell. And criticism has, willy- 
nilly, been forced to take account of 
this fact Wellhausenism, in its 
classical form, has all but ceased to 
exist.” 

Further on Bright says that the 
geographical and tribal data in the 
last half of the book of Joshua “have 
their origin in and authentically re- 
flect the period before the rise of the 
monarchy.” Regarding the Psalms, he 





| concludes by saying: “The fashion of 


regarding the Psalms as largely post- 
exilic has all but vanished; to date 
any of them in the Maccabean period 
seems little short of impossible. The 
bulk of them are of pre-exilic origin, 
and some of them are very archaic 
indeed.” 

Mendenhall, approaching the old 
Wellhausen theory from another di- 
rection, echoes the verdict of Bright 
in these words: “It is difficult now to 
see what excuse there is for accept- 
ing an evolutionary pattern which 
would have ancient Israel develop 
from a primitive animism or even 
polytheism to ethical monotheism 
within a period of five or six cen- 
turies, when we now have _ very 
abundant evidence to show that the 
religious community of ancient Israel 
emerged not at the beginnings of his- 
tory, but at the end of a very civilized, 
sophisticated, and cosmopolitan era.” 

In the last half of the nineteenth 
century, as every student of this 
literature knows, there was a tend- 
ency among some German critical 
scholars to go so far as to say that the 
Pentateuch could not be of Mosaic 
origin because writing was not known 
to the human race as early as the 
fourteen or fifteenth centuries B.C. 
Any such view as this has forever 
disappeared. Albright himself says: 
“It is a remarkable commentary on 
the versatility of the Canaanites of 
the Middle Bronze Age that they 
should have invented at least two 
original alphabets in which to record 
their transactions, in spite of the fact 
that they were already familiar with 
at least three more complex scripts: 
Accadian cuneiform, Egyptian hiero- 
glyphics, and Byblian syllabic char- 
acters.” 


+ In an article of this kind it is, of 
course, impossible to enter into a dis- 
cussion of technical matters. May I 
call attention, however, to one gen- 
eral theme that I found turning up in 
one essay after another, and that is, 
the work that still needs to be done 
in this vast field of Near East archae- 
ology. Wright, at the end of his article, 
says that “we are now able to survey 
the cultural history of ancient Pales- 
tine between ca. 8000 and 600 B.C. 
with greater detail than is possible 
for any other ancient country.” 
Nevertheless, he adds, “A great deal 
of work remains to be done, for not 
a single period in ancient Palestinian 
history is as clear as one would desire 
it to be. Numerous conclusions here 
presented, particularly in the charts, 
may in the future be subject to re- 
vision in detail.” 

Albright also refers to work yet to 
be done: “In Phoenicia itself scarcely 
any intact remains of the pre- 
Hellenistic Iron Age have been dis- 
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covered, and even Byblos has yielded 
almost no fresh information of impor- 
tance bearing on the Iron Age except 
for the tomb of Ahirem. The Phoenj- 
cian strata of Tyre, Sidon, and other 
great cities lie so deeply buried un- 
der later accumulations that it wil] 
probably be long before they are ex- 
plored. Our knowledge of Phoenician 
culture must, therefore, still come 


| mainly from discoveries made outside 


Phoenician soil.” In one of his foot- 
notes regarding an area not often 
considered in a work of this kind, he 
writes, “It must be remembered that 
there have been virtually no sys- 
tematic, scientific excavations in 
Spain, aside from the German work 
at Numantia, that there has been only 
a little scientific excavation at Car- 
thage and less in other Phoenician 
sites of North Africa, and that the 
Sardinian towns which were occupied 
by the Phoenicians remain archae- 
ologically virgin.” 

One will find here concise, up-to- 
date discussions of such problems as 
the location of Tarshish, the ancient 
sovereignties of the cities of Tyre and 
Sidon, the sequences of civilization in 
Jericho, Megiddo, etc. 

It is only fair to my readers to say 
there are some statements in this 
volume with which conservatives will 
not agree. I shall not discuss these 
statements. These chapters are the 
ripe results of long study on the part 
of men who have a mastery of sub- 
jects such as I do not possess, as in 
the field of textual criticism. A con- 
servative does not allow some ex- 
treme critical view to disturb him. 
He is willing to accept ascertained 
facts; and no actual historical facts, 
as Albright himself has said else- 
where, have ever contradicted the his- 


| torical dependability of the Scriptures. 








I would like to add a personal note 
here. For myself, I couldn’t help feel- 
ing a bit sad at the total ignoring of 
the work of some men who were at 
the forefront of Old Testament and 
New Testament scholarship no longe 
ago than the first quarter of this cen- 
tury. I am surprised there are no 
references in this volume to the 
epochal work and writings of Sir 
William M. Ramsay, especially since 
there is an article here relating to 
Anatolian, concerning the early his- 
tory and religion of which Ramsay 
was the outstanding authority in the 
Western world. When I was a young 
man the late George Adam Smith was 
a name one came upon in almost 
every issue of a journal devoted to 
Biblical subjects, and his Historical 
Atlas of the Holy Land was then the 
great work on this subject. It required 
thirty-six editions during the author’s 
lifetime. His Atlas of Biblical Geogra- 
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phy was the best obtainable in the | 


English world for at least a period of 
And _ yet, 


forty years. 


This has a sad connotation, though I 
am sure it was not intentional. 
There is another name not to be 
found in the text, the omission of 
which seems to me to have rather 
serious implications. I am referring 
to the name of Jesus, or the name of 
Christ. The title of this book is, as 
we have said, The Bible and the An- 
cient Near East. Now the greatest 
reason why there is so much interest, 
decade after decade, century after 
century, in the ancient Near East is 
because here we have recorded the 
person and work of Jesus Christ, the 
greatest man and much more, who 
has appeared in history. To Him the 
Old Testament points, and around 
Him all the books of the New Testa- 
ment are written. Every date in this 
volume we have been reviewing is a 
date paying tribute to Jesus Christ. 
Josephus is mentioned here several 
times, but Jesus not once. There are 
references to the Gospel according to 
Thomas, the Gospel of Truth and to 
apocryphal works, but the index 
would indicate there is no reference 
to any one of the four Gospels, nor to 
their authors, nor even to the his- 
torian Luke. There are many refer- 
ences to the Herodian Period and to 
Herod, but none to Jesus, whom 


Herod would have destroyed. 

Thus, in 200,000 words concerning 
the Bible and the ancient Near East, 
I find no reference to Jesus Christ. 
I know that some of these authors 
are Christians. I cannot help wonder- 
ing if there may be a danger in one’s 
fervent devotion to the careful in- 
vestigation of early texts, that having 
learned so much of the history of 
those epochal days one should miss 
knowing more of Him from whose life 
and teaching, death and resurrection, 
our whole Western civilization has 
been so profoundly influenced. Jesus 
alone can reconcile us to God and 
give us the assurance of a hope that 
fadeth not away, at whose coming 
again the dead will be raised, and 
before whom in that final judgment 
mankind will stand. 


Volume on the Church Fathers 


I do not know how many of my 
readers are interested in the great and 
very important literature of the 
Christian Church for the first five 
centuries after the close of the apos- 
tolic age. I hope a number of them 
are interested, especially in the 
great works of Irenaeus, Augustine, 
Chrysostom, etc.

authors referred to in this volume, | 
George Adam Smith does not appear. | 
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Some time ago I called attention 
in these columns to the earlier vol- 
umes in this series by Dr. Johannes 
Quasten, the learned professor of 
ancient church history and Christian 
archaeology in the Catholic Univer. 
sity of America. Volume one appeared 
in 1951—a work of 370 pages. Volume 
two appeared in 1953. Now we have 
the long awaited volume three of 605 
pages. The entire series is entitled 
Patrology, but this third volume car- 
ries the particular title of The Golden 
Age of Greek Patristic Literature, 
from the Council of Nicaea to the 
Council of Chalcedon. 

I do not know how any one man 
who is a professor in a university, and 
who also is on the editorial board of 
learned journals can, in one lifetime, 
master these thousands of items so 
expertly classified and annotated here. 
At the beginning of this third volume, 
I notice that his “List of Abbrevia- 
tions” embraces 375 titles. This is only 
a list of the journals and serial pub- 
lications in four or five languages to 
which later references are going to be 
made. This does not include the hun- 
dreds of books and a multitude of 
articles not to be found in these series. 
As an indication of the exhaustiveness 
of his bibliographies, we might turn, 
not to his discussions of one of the 
great church fathers, but to one that 
most of us never heard of before, 
Nonnus of Panopolis, a pagan poet 
of Egypt, who embraced the Christian 
faith, born about the year 400. In the 
bibliography are not only items in 
twenty-one of these serials for which 
he listed abbreviations, but eighteen 
other items, a total of thirty-nine! 


+ Ler no one think, however, that 
these volumes are simply a mass of 
dry bibliographical data. The author 
not only discusses each writer with 
adequate biographical material, but 
he often quotes some particularly rich 
passage from the writings of these 
authors, as in his discussion of Basil 
the Great of the late fourth century. 
Basil, after visiting the famous ascetics 
of Egypt, Palestine, Syria, etc., wrote 
as follows: “I admired their conti- 
nence in living, and their endurance 
in toil. I was amazed at their per- 
sistency in prayer, and at their tri- 
umphing over sleep. Subdued by no 
natural necessity, ever keeping their 
soul’s purpose high and free in hunger 
and thirst, in cold and nakedness, 
they never yielded to the body; they 
were never willing to waste attention 
on it. Always, as though living in a 
flesh that was not theirs, they showed 
in very deed what it is to sojourn for 
a while in this life, and what to have 
one’s citizenship and home in heaven.

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o you have difficulty getting your 

teenagers to carry out responsi- 
bilities?

uninvolved individual. Jim is a nor- 
mal, keen teenager—popular in school, 
on the football and basketball teams, 
a member of the student council, in 
the band. But somehow neither his 
parents nor his youth leaders have 
been able to interest him in attending 
youth meetings regularly. The youth 
sponsor has asked Jim to lead singing 
or take part in a program, but if com- 
pany, homework or even a nap inter- 
feres, Jim just doesn’t show up. When 
he has a part in a program, his par- 
ents remind him on Sunday afternoon, 
but he usually mumbles, “I didn’t 
have much to do anyway.

Is the ma- 
terial written in language that reaches 
his practical, space-age mind? Does 
the material have built-in creative 
methods that show him how to present 
the meeting? Does the program have 
spiritual depth? (Teenagers think! 
They want humor and depth—each in 
its proper place. As one girl put it, 
they want the drippiness taken out.) 

You'll want to check with Jim after 
the planning meeting and make sure 
he has set a follow-up meeting to go 
over the program and straighten out 
any problems that may have come up, 
and to be sure that all special num- 
bers and skits are practiced. On the 
evening of the program, Jim’s group 
may meet again for a few minutes of 
review and prayer. 

How the program is presented is 
important, too. Here again, sponsor, 
let the teenagers lead the meeting.

for Your Youth Group

;ROM now on,” the president de- 

clared, “our youth group is going 
places. We’re going to grow. We’re 
going to win young people to Jesus 
Christ.” 

Eight weeks later he came to the 
pastor with a sob story. “Our youth 
group is falling apart,” he complained. 
“No life, no interest, no co-operation. 
Attendance is slumping. Before long 
we'll be out of business.” 

What went wrong? Why had the 
president’s good intentions run on the 
rocks? This failure—and the failure 
of many other youth groups—may be 
traced to the faulty ideas of church 
youth group work which many lead- 
ers share. 

Here are ten common fictions about 
youth groups and the facts concerning 
them. 


Fiction: Youth groups should always 
meet in church once a week, on Sun- 
day afternoons. 

Fact: Wrong at three points. Most 
youth groups meet at church, yes. But 
many gather in a home or community 
hall or some other away-from-church 
setting. As to a meeting time, Sunday

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afternoon, 5:00 or 5:30 or thereabouts 
works for most, but many successful 
youth groups meet on Friday evening, 
Tuesday evening or some time other 
than Sunday afternoon. For local rea- 
sons these other-than-Sunday times 
often better fit the schedules of the 
young people. 

Should youth groups meet once a 
week? Yes, whenever possible. But 
it’s better to have a flourishing group 
meeting every two weeks than a 
dying one once a week. 


Fiction: The best place to meet is in 
the main auditorium. 


Fact: It’s the worst place, usually. 
Choose instead a room you can com- 
fortably fill, one which is well lighted 
and ventilated. Arrange the chairs to 
suit yourself, and,

Fiction: Young people of all ages 
should be invited to youth meetings. 
Fact: The more you can divide your 
youth group by age, the better.

That’s 
like trying to mix oil and water. 


Fiction: The youth group is a youth 
organization. Therefore, young people 
should run everything. 


Fact: Most youth groups, with the 
possible exception of college-age 
groups, need the guidance and mature 
counsel of adults. Every youth group 
should have as sponsors (sometimes 
called counselors or advisers), a hus- 
band and wife. Small churches may 
call upon the pastor to serve as spon- 
sor when absolutely no one else is 
available.

» A young keyboard and console 
artist named Bob Anderson has re- 
leased a new package of tasteful 
gospel song renditions on piano and 
organ. It’s. called SUNRISE, BOB 
ANDERSON—PIANO AND ORGAN 
TONES FOR WORSHIP (Word-3141- 
LP). This has a good background 
mood. It is meditative and includes a 
number of selections along the gen- 
eral theme of Christ’s second coming. 
It leads off with such favorites as 
Sweet Bye and Bye, Over the Sunset 
Mountains and Tell It to Jesus. 

Anderson’s style of playing is 
slightly reminiscent of that of the late 
Les Barnett on the electric organ. He 
also handles simple piano melodies 
and obbligatos while playing the 
organ, and does so with good dispatch, 
a well-tuned piano and good mike 
pick-up. His treatment is fresh but 
not gimmicky, evidence that Anderson 
is definitely in the drivers seat on 
these instruments. 

This is one of the few times, by the 
way, that I’ve seen a cover with a 
meditative theme commensurate with 
the over-all mood and rendition of 
the music.

out of the will of God, or such a thing 
could not have happened. Yet he had 
gone to that city because he obeyed a 
heavenly vision, given while he was 
risking his life each day as a foreign 
missionary. Believers still thank God 
for the stream of blessing which has 
flowed from that time of suffering 
(Acts 16: 23-31). 

God has a purpose in whatever He 
permits us to know of affliction. “If we 
suffer, we shall also reign with him” 
(II Timothy 2:12). If we desire above 
all else to do God’s will, and if it is 
His purpose that we suffer for a time, 
let us not complain or rebel, but 
commit ourselves to Him as unto a 
faithful Creator who has a reason for 
everything He does. He has a perfect 
“Whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth” (Hebrews 12:6); but He 
does it for our profit and afterwards it 
yields “the peaceable fruit of right- 
eousness” (vv. 10, 11). 

As we pursue the path He sets be- 
fore us, we are warned in advance 
about trouble and comforted as well. 
“Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try

you, as though some strange thing 
happened unto you: but rejoice, inas- 
much as ye are partakers of Christ’s 
sufferings: that, when his glory shall 
be revealed, ye may be glad also with 
exceeding joy” (I Peter 4:12, 13).

All this moved my admiration. I 
called these men’s lives blessed, 
that they did indeed show that ‘they 
bear about in their body the dying of 
Jesus.’

Basil was the unflinching enemy of 
state-supported Arianism and “knew 
no fear or intimidation in his dealings 
with the Emperor Valens and his pre- 
fects. He appeared as a real Prince 
of the Church in his conversation 
with the Prefect Modestus, who sent 
by the emperor, threatened him with 
confiscation and exile, in order to 
obtain from him a signed statement

are lonely, some of them for families 
of their own which they have had to 
leave back home. Your student would 
want to be included in normal family 
activities. Things you take for granted 
will be of intense interest to him—or 
her—how you heat your house, cook 
your meals, wash your clothes. If you 
are planning a weekend trip or ex- 
pect to go to a concert or a ball game, 
your student guest would enjoy going 
along. But he—or she—may find your 
Saturday visit to the supermarket just 
as fascinating. 

Of course you want to avoid any 
hint of a superior attitude concerning 
the American way of life. While in- 
ternationals expect us to be loyal 
citizens, they also expect us to respect 
the accomplishments and cultures of 
other countries. 

If you were to entertain a student, 
you would want to be prepared to 
answer some rather searching ques- 
tions. A Filipino student, close to de- 
ciding for Christ, raised such a ques- 
| tion during dinner with a Christian 
family. 
| “How is it,” he asked, “that you 
seem to have so many things? A big 
car, thick rugs, every convenience. 
Your Christianity doesn’t seem to cost 
you anything.” Few students would 
be so candid, but the question often 
remains in the minds of many. 








| 


+ Wuat would you say to your inter- 
national guest concerning your Chris- 
tian faith? Many are naturally curious 
about our beliefs. Most do not distin- 
| guish at first between nominal Chris- 
tianity and genuine faith. They do not 
realize that relatively few in our so- 
called Christian nation are true be- 
| lievers. Your answers to their ques- 
tions and, as important, your attitudes 
and actions—would have strong bear- 
| ing on their ultimate receptiveness of 
| the gospel. While the average inter- 
| national is curious about our faith, he 
| is usually cautious about making a de- 
| cision concerning Christ that might 
| cost him fame, fortune or even his life. 
When foreign students clearly under- 
stand the claims of Christ, opportunity 
should certainly be given for them to 
respond, but all pressure other than 
that of the Holy Spirit’s conviction 
should be avoided. It’s significant that 
many of the real decisions by interna- 
tionals are made by the students off 
alone in their own rooms after a period 
of perhaps months of close contact 
| with concerned Christians. 
| Because actions and attitudes of 
| Christians are so important, you would 
| want to examine your heart and guard 
| against inconsistencies—especially ra-

cial prejudice. Internationals react 
especially strongly against such atti- 
tudes, and it is all the more unfortu- 
nate when they find them in the 
church. 

Recently a newly arrived African 
Christian attended a local church and 
brought with him an unsaved coun- 
tryman with whom he had been talk- 
ing about Christ. They were barely 
seated when an usher took the non- 
Christian by the arm, pulled him from 
his seat and evicted both Africans 
from the sanctuary. The sign on the 
church bulletin board read, “Everyone 
Welcome.” The African Christian was 
nearly crushed by the experience and 
his non-Christian guest is now com- 
pletely closed to any discussion of 
faith in Christ. 


+ Aw incident such as this affecting 
one key individual could well change 
the course of world history. Kwame 
Nkrume, president of Ghana, Africa, 
became a Marxist at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. Cheddi Jagan, 
elected less than three months ago as 
premier of British Guiana, embraced 
Communism at Howard and North- 
western Universities. More than half 
the leaders of today’s Red China were 
educated in America. 

Perhaps the most striking case con- 
cerns Yosuke Matsuoka, a young Jap- 
anese who was badly mistreated dur- 
ing his student days in Oregon. He 
returned to Japan, determined to have 
his revenge. In 1940 Matsuoka became 
Japan’s foreign minister and is given 
much of the credit for the infamous 
Pearl Harbor attack and the ensuing 
war with the United States. 

Today, however, an increasing num- 
ber of international students are re- 
turning to their homelands with vastly 
different impressions, gained through 
Chrisiian friendships. ISI and its co- 
laboring families thank God that some 
of these return as dedicated Chris- 
tians. 

Especially are they encouraged to 
know of such Christians returning to 
countries which are closed to outside 
gospel witness. One such country in 
central Asia, with some 300 students 
in the U. S., has had several of its 
nationals become Christians. Another 
closed country with 3,000 students in 
the U. S. now has a small indigenous 
church in its capital city. Three of the 
group’s leaders found Christ while 
in college in this country. 

These are victories which have far- 
reaching impact. And under God they 
are being won largely in the hearts 
and homes of U. S. Christian families.

Twin Means 
to Revival 


THERE are two kinds of means 
requisite to promote a revival of 
religion; the one to influence 
men, the other to influence God. 
The truth is employed to influ- 
ence men, and prayer to move 
God. 

When I speak of moving God, 
I do not mean that God’s mind is 
changed by prayer, or that His 
disposition or character is 
changed. But prayer produces 
such a change in us, as renders 
it consistent for God to do what 
it would not be consistent for 
Him to do otherwise. 

When a sinner repents, that 
state of feeling makes it proper 
for God to forgive him. So when 
Christians, with the aid of the 
Holy Spirit, offer effectual 
prayer, their state of feeling 
renders it proper for God to an- 
swer them. He was never un- 
willing to bestow the blessing on 
the condition that they felt right, 
and offered the right kind of 
prayer. 

Prayer is an essential link in 
the chain of causes that lead to a 
revival; as much so as truth is. 
Some have zealously used truth 
to convert men, and laid very 
little stress on prayer. They have 
preached, and talked and dis- 
tributed tracts with great zeal, 
and then wondered that they 
had so little success. The reason 
was that they forgot to use the 
other branch of means — effec- 
tual prayer. They overlooked the 
fact that truth, by itself, will 
never produce the necessary 
effect without the Spirit of God.

There will be damage to the car, | 
squabbles and complaints, bad roads, 
delays and all manner of irritations. | 
But the Lord blesses the labors of | 
those who can smile through it all.

Examining Today’s Theology 


SEARCHLIGHTS ON CONTEMPORARY THEOLOGY, by Nels F. S. Ferre 


(Harper and Brothers, New York, 241 pages, $4.50) 


[* this work Dr. Ferre turns the 
searchlights of his own reason 
upon four major theological posi- 
tions: the demythologizers, liber- 
als, neo-orthodox and fundamen- 
talists. He disassociates himself 
from all four, adhering to what he 
terms “classical Christianity.” 

When this “classical Christi- 
anity” is carefully scrutinized in 
light of the context of other recent 
works by the author, it becomes 
evident that his position is neither 
“classical” nor “Christian.” 

The present book contains a 
number of attacks against the 
fundamentalist view. It is said to 
be a position necessarily opposed 
to higher education. “There is an 
inherent tension between higher 
education and fundamentalism: 
external authority and open in- 
quiry are hard to reconcile. The 
fundamentalists want to identify 
true Christianity with a literalism 
of the Bible which is impossible 


for any honest and educated man 
of our day. We cannot believe in 
a world made 6,000 years ago, in 
a flat earth with corners, or in a 
sun that goes around the earth.” 

Such statements as these show 
how profoundly ignorant Dr. 
Ferre is of the true, responsible 
fundamentalist position. Has he 
not read some of the fine scholar- 
ly works on the relationship of 
science to the Bible written by 
conservatives? It is meaningless 
to attack a straw man! 

There is a need today for focus- 
ing searchlights on contemporary 
theology, but these searchlights 
must send forth the all-illuminat- 
ing rays of divine revelation, not 
the feeble and distorted beams of 
the depraved and finite reason of 
man. A proper evaluation of cur- 
rent theological thought can only 
be achieved as the _ ultimate 
criterion for judgment is found 
in the Bible—Charles Horne 


Letters from Patmos 


THE POSTMAN OF PATMOS, 
by G. A. Hadjiantoniou (Zon- 
dervan, Grand Rapids, 149 
pages, $2.50) 


TRIKING messages on the letters 

to the seven churches of the 
Revelation are presented by one 
who is Greek by birth. This 
unique and original study takes 
the reader to the very cities 
where these churches existed, 
making each church live again as 
a congregation of flesh and blood 
people with spiritual victories and 
also defeats. It is pointed out im- 
mediately that the apostle John 
was only the postman—not the 
sender—of the letters, for the 
Book of Revelation begins with 
the words, “The Revelation of 
Jesus Christ.” 

Reference is made to the vari- 
ous and conflicting theories about 
the significance of these seven 
letters. The author holds to the 
view that they were written with 


a twofold aim: they contained 
specific messages to the particular 
churches to which they were dis- 
patched; and the eternal truths 
contained in them should be 
brought home to the church, irre- 
spective of time or place. Thus, he 
sees those seven churches diffused 
in the body of the one church and 
standing out as_ representative 
types of the various shades of 
church life in all ages. He finds 
in every particular church of 
Jesus Christ all seven churches 
represented in various degrees. 

Hadjiantoniou devotes two 
chapters to each letter. The scope 
of his study is confined to two 
characteristic points which all the 
letters have in common. The first 
is the intimate knowledge which 
the Lord has of the inner life of 
these churches. The second is that 
all end with a promise.

The 
conflicts and victories of outstanding 
Baptists are portrayed as they sought 
to follow the Lord in His chosen min- 
istry for them. This book not only 
serves as interesting reading but also 
helps to round out the picture of Bap- 
tist history as a whole. 


THY BROTHER’S BLOOD, by Larry 
Ward (Cowman Publications, Los 
Angeles, 227 pages, $3.75). The editor 
of World Vision magazine has written 
an unusual Christian novel whose 
events occur during the Civil War— 
that tragic period in our history when 
brother sometimes fought against 
brother. Although the story itself is 
fiction, many of the personages, as 
well as the battles mentioned, are 
factual. The strong Christian charac- 
ter of Stonewall Jackson is set forth 
in bold relief, and his own recorded 
words are quoted when he speaks. 
With a fine sense of understanding the 
author writes of human events which 
could well have taken place.

Keep in Mind 

Peter has some choice words. Pre- 
cious is one of them (see I Peter 1:7, 
19; 2:4, 6, 7; II Peter 1:1, 4). Partaker 
is another (see I Peter 4:13; 5:1; 
II Peter 1:4). Two others enter our 
lesson—knowledge and diligence. We 
shall concentrate on these. Of the five 
times that knowledge appears in our 
lesson portion, three times it is the 
fortified form, indicating full appre- 
hension (vv. 2, 3, 8). The other two 
times (vv. 5, 6) it is the basic form 
and suggests the process of knowing. 

Diligence (vv. 5, 10) is the transla- 
tion of a word which basically means 
haste. Now there is a difference be- 
tween haste and hurry. Hurry is 
impetuous, unreasoned, uncontrolled 
activity, but haste is the measured, 
studied pace of one who is determined 


| to pack the most into every minute. 


Hurry usually ends in confusion, but 
haste is productive. “Give every flying 


| minute something to keep in store.” 
That is haste. Add to that the thought 


of dedication and concentration on a 


| specific task, and you have diligence. 


Consider These Points 

1. The Fruit of Knowledge 
2-4) 

(a) Multiplied grace and peace (v. 
2). This is written to believers who 
have received the grace of God and 
have peace with God. But there is 
“grace upon grace,” and there is “the 
peace of God,” beckoning the child of 
God. After the grace of pardon we 
may know sustaining grace, enlighten- 
ing grace, empowering grace, and in 
addition to reconciliation that inner

life and godliness” (v. 3). The child 
of God has deposited within him, by 
the divine power of God, all the equip- 
ment required for the fullest Christian 
life and for the attainment of true 
godliness. But all that potential can, 
and often does, lie dormant because 
of ignorance. The Christian who does 
not press on to a full knowledge of our 
blessed Lord and of His gracious pur- 
pose for us will be sterile, but life will 
grow and bloom and bear the fruit of 
godly character when such knowledge 
is diligently pursued. 

(c) “Partakers of the divine na- 
ture” (v. 4). The word knowledge 
does not appear here, but the idea is 
implicit in the phrase, “granted unto 
us exceeding great and precious prom- 
ises.” If we do not know the prom- 
ises, they will not have their in- 
tended effect on us. Now there is a 
sense in which all believers are “par- 
takers of the divine nature” through 
regeneration, but it is only as we 
meditate upon the Word of God, with 
its rich promises, that the Holy Spirit 
gives that new nature the mastery in 
our lives, delivering us from the cor- 
ruption of this present world. See, 
then, the importance of knowledge! 

2. The Fruit of Diligence (vv. 5-11) 

(a) Character (vv. 5-7). Because 
God has given us full equipment for 
life and godliness, and because He has 
granted us these great promises, the 
Christian graces are within reach. In- 
deed, they are all wrapped up in the 
faith by which we are saved. But if 
this Christian character is to become 
a reality, there is one contribution we 
must make—diligence. We do not 
stumble into the virtues; we hew a 
path to them. The American Revised 
Version is very clear here: “adding on 
your part all diligence, in your faith 
supply virtue,” and so on. “Haste ye 
on from grace to glory.” 

(b) Assurance (v. 10). There is an 
assurance that is only self-deception. 
It is true that our salvation does not 
rest on our efforts, but salvation, as 
the New Testament presents it, will 
spur one on to a realization of “the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness.” So 
the assurance of the Word will be vin- 
dicated by the evidence of character. 

(c) Welcome (v. 11). The apostle 
Paul speaks of some who are “saved, 
yet so as by fire” (I Cor. 3:15). They 
squeeze into heaven by the skin of 
their teeth, as we would say. Peter 
here speaks of a triumphal entry, the 
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reward of diligence. Heaven is not the 
cuestion, but the manner of entry. But 
Iam wondering if there is not an ap- 
plication here to the present life also. |

1. Have you “left school”? Then you 
have ceased to grow. 

2. Are you gloriously “in,” or are 
you just on the border? 

3. Are you making your contribu- 
tion to the life of godliness—diligent | 
pursuit?

Continuing Growth 
II Timothy 1:3-14 


MEMORY SELECTION: Fight the 
good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal 
life, whereunto thou art also called, 
and hast professed a good profession 
before many witnesses.—I Timothy 
6:12 


Keep in Mind 

The last words of notable men are 
generally held in special regard, as 
expressing their maturest judgments. 
This second letter to Timothy is the | 
last of the apostle Paul’s literary 
works, so far as we know. To add to 
its significance, he knew that the end | 
had come for him, and he writes as a 
man ready to depart. From his Roman 
cell he has had opportunity to look 
back on all life’s journey and to weigh 
that life in the light of eternity. He 
has had time to examine the progress 
of the gospel and to discern trends 
and movements within the churches. 
As an apostle and a prophet he opens 
his heart—with all its longings, hopes, 
fears and assurances—to this younger 
man, Timothy, whose strengths and 
weaknesses he well knows. There is a 
strong, warm pulse in this little letter. 
It is personal, yet it is pastoral, 
ecclesiastical, evangelistic and pro- 
phetic. Above all, we shall remember 
that it is a portion of the Word of God, 
but carries the “tang” of a man stand- 
ing on the verge of eternity. 


Consider These Points 

1. Reminders. Three remembrances 
are mentioned in our lesson portion. 

(a) A reminder to pray (v. 3). I 
don’t know what kind of prayer re- 
minders the apostle Paul used, | 
whether a prayer diary or a reliance | 
on the Holy Spirit to bring to mind | 
those items for which he should pray | 
day by day. That he had a vigorous | 
prayer life and a long prayer list is 
evident. High on that prayer list was 
the beloved Timothy. Remembrance 
of this younger man and fellow min-| 
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| Some circumstances, 


ister was spontaneous and constant. 
Whenever Paul went to pray, day or 
night, Timothy would be mentioned. 
In his time of trial he especially longed 
for Timothy, both for his own comfort 
and for the young man’s profit. 

(b) A reminder of faith (v. 5). 
not here men- 
tioned, had reminded Paul of the fine 
heritage of faith with which Timothy 
was blessed. He was a third genera- 
tion Christian, although the gospel 
was still in its first generation. Doubt- 
less Lois and Eunice had been godly 


| women before the message of Christ 


reached them—women like Elizabeth 
and Mary. This prepared them for the 


| gospel, and their response paved the 
| way for young Timothy. A heritage of 


faith is wonderful indeed, but we shall 
remember that every one must be- 
lieve for himself. We cannot stand in 
our parents’ faith. 

(c) A reminder to act (v. 6). The 


| hands of the apostle had been laid on 


| 





Timothy at the time of his ordination 
(see also I Tim. 4:14). A special en- 
duement of the Spirit was granted him 
for the work to which he was called. 
This enduement is here described as 
a spirit “of power, and of love, and of 
discipline.” This gift must not be neg- 
lected. If Timothy had been inclined 
to lean on the strong arm of Paul, he 
would soon be left without that prop. 
He must learn the power and love and 
discipline of the Holy Spirit for him- 
self, casting fear aside as unworthy 
of a man of faith. 

2. Commitments. Two commitments 
(or deposits) are presented in our 
lesson. 

(a) Paul’s deposit in God (v. 12). 
After describing the glories of the 
gospel (vv. 9-11), the apostle affirms 
that his sufferings for the sake of such 
a gospel are no cause of shame. He 
has deposited his life, his soul, his 
name, his all, in the hands of Jesus 
Christ, and he is fully confident that 
his trust will not be betrayed. What- 
ever happens to him in this world, all 
that he has committed to the Saviour 
is safe. 

(b) The Holy Spirit’s deposit in 
Timothy (v. 14). The good thing here 
referred to is the testimony of Christ. 
This is a sacred trust. The faithfulness 
of God in keeping our trust should 
stir us to faithfulness in keeping His 
trust. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Can your friends rely on you to 
pray for them? 

2. Have you Christian parents? Fol- 
low their faith, but don’t lean on their 
faith. 

3. The Lord will be true to your 
trust in Him, but are you true to His 
trust in you?

Growth Through Witnessing 
Acts 4:13-21 


MEMORY SELECTION: We cannot 
but speak the things which we have 
seen and heard.—Acts 4: 20 


Keep in Mind 

1. The council before which the 
apostles, Peter and John, stood repre- 
sented the measure of self-govern- 
ment which Rome allowed the Jewish 
people, who were subject to the im- 
perial power. This Sanhedrin, as it is 
called, did not have authority to carry 
out the death sentence (although they 
sometimes did it, as in the case of 
Stephen, and got away with it), but 
were required to refer a case involv- 
ing capital punishment to the Roman 
governor. In this way they had suc- 
ceeded in securing the death of Jesus 
at the hands of Pilate. It was no light 
thing, then, to be hailed before this 
body, smarting as they were under the 
reports of the resurrection of Jesus. 

2. How did Luke get the informa- 
tion about what went on in the private 
session of the council (vv. 15-17)? No 
doubt the Holy Spirit could have re- 
vealed this supernaturally, but it is 
not His usual method to do so when 
other means of knowledge are at hand. 
There are indications that young Saul 
of Tarsus was a junior member of the 
council, and Moulton and Milligan 
suggest that he might have been pres- 
ent, and later reported to Luke the 
dilemma of the council members. 


Consider These Points 

The men of the council “took 
knowledge of them [the apostles] that 
they had been with Jesus” (v. 13). 
What was about these men that 
marked them as companions of Jesus? 

1. Their boldness (v. 13). There is 
a boldness which is utterly objection- 
able and contrary to Christ. But the 
apostles had a boldness which re- 
minded the Sanhedrin of Jesus, and 
which these men quite evidently 
learned from Him. The supreme coun- 
cil of Israel were accustomed to have 
men tremble before them and seek 
their favor. Jesus of Nazareth had 
stood before them unafraid. Both His 
silence and His answers challenged 
their illegal proceedings. Now that 
same intrepid attitude marks His fol- 
lowers, who fearlessly charge the San- 
hedrin with the unjust death of Jesus 
and just as fearlessly announce His 
resurrection. Quite evidently they 
were not yet through with Christ. 

2. Their ignorance (v. 13). It had 
been asked concerning Jesus, “How 
knoweth this man letters, having 
never learned?” (John 7:15). What 
is meant is that Jesus had no rabbini- 
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cal training, yet He spoke with more 
authority and clarity and conviction 
than any of the rabbis. Now His 


apostles were following the same pat- |

Yet they had a grasp of the Scriptures 
and a facility of expression which 
baffled them all. “Ignorant” is the 
translation of a Greek work from 
which we derive “idiot,’ but the 


meaning is not that. It rather signifies | 


“uninitiated—a layman.” But a Spirit- 
taught layman has more to offer than a 
doctor of theology who has never been 
with Jesus. 

3. Their power (v. 16). What could 
explain such a miracle, performed in 
the name of Jesus? “That they had 


been with Jesus” was certainly part of | 


the explanation, but not all of it. That 
Jesus was alive and with them in His 
risen power had also to be reckoned 
with, but that is exactly the part of 
the explanation which the Sanhedrin 
would not accept. Yet they had noth- 
ing to offer in its place. “Blind unbe- 
lief is sure to err and scan His works 
in vain.” 

4. Their logic (v. 19). Prior obedi- 
ence to God was a lesson which the 
apostles had learned from their Lord 
and Master. 
which the councilors, as devout Jews, 
were bound to subscribe, at least in 
theory, but when it came to applica- 


tion they were blind. Only the men | 


who “had been with Jesus” knew how 
to apply it, even in the face of danger 
and threats. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Walking with Jesus is not a senti- 
mental dream but a revolutionary ex- 
perience. 

2. Learning and culture, in the 
service of Christ, can be a great asset; 
but, divorced from Christ, can make 
you just a clever devil. 

3. The Bible enjoins obedience to 
authority (Rom. 13:1-6), but when 
earthly authority challenges the com- 
mands of God, prior obedience must 
be given to God.

Keep in Mind 

1. The two epistles to Timothy 
ought to be an integral part of every 
course in pastoral theology. They were 
written to a younger minister by a ripe 
and seasoned apostle, and they are

2. As the time of his departure drew 
near, the apostle Paul contemplated 
the state of the church and of the 
ministry. Enlightened by the Holy 
Spirit, he saw in the tendencies of his 
own day evil omens of things to come. 
Perversions of the gospel, already 
showing themselves, would not die out 
but increase and spread, coming to 
fruition in “the last days.” In face of | 
all this a pure ministry must be pre- 
served, and Timothy is called upon to 
assume that responsibility for his own

Consider These Points 

In our lesson portion there seems to 
be a kind of poetic structure, with the 
ministry as the theme. There are two 
strophes following the pattern—true, 
false, true: and in between the 
strophes is the mighty affirmation 
which is the touchstone of all ministry. 
Let’s see if we can follow it. 
| Strophe 1 (3:10-15) 
1. True (vv. 10-12). Here Paul 
| presents his own ministry as a pattern 


, 


for the younger man to follow. Notice 
how doctrine and practice go together 
—an essential for true ministry. Then 
there is suffering, nobly borne—an- 
other essential, although we shrink | 
from it. And finally, personal expe- 
rience of divine deliverance, without 
which a man’s ministry carries little 
conviction. 

2. False (v. 13). 
live and serve and suffer, evil men as- 
sume the role of “ministry,” their own 
perverted minds being turned from 
the truth, while with diabolical skill 
they convince others of the errors by 
which they themselves are deceived. 
According to the Scriptures this con- 
dition will not improve but worsen 
with the passing of time. 

3. True (vv. 14, 15). The apostle | 
has just alluded to what Timothy had 
learned from him (v. 10). Now he 
reminds the young man that his| 
knowledge of the Scriptures began | 
much earlier. He had been suckled on 
the Word of God. It would seem as if 
his grandmother and his mother (1:5) 
| had combined their forces to make up 
to young Timothy for his lack of a

view are, of course, the Old Testa- | 
ment, for the New had not yet been 


written when Timothy was a child. | 
What a preparation for faith in Christ | 
was that early training! 


ee | Strophe 2 (4:1-5) | 
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1. True (vv. 1, 2). Here is a solemn 
charge to preach the Word (the O. T.) 
on which he had been nurtured, along 
with its fulfillment in Christ Jesus. 
This charge is laid upon the young 
preacher in view of the Lord’s return. 
If more sermons were preached as 
about to be tested by “his appearing,” 
there would be more sound gospel 
proclaimed. If I am about to stand be- 
fore Him, no aspect of my ministry 
may be neglected through the fear of 
man. 

2. False (vv. 3, 4). When preachers 
and hearers alike have itching ears 
(the hearers itching to hear soothing 
or sensational things and the preachers 
itching to hear flattering commenda- 
tions), then truth will quickly be 
sacrificed for fables. If those who 
heard our Lord’s teaching dubbed it 
“a horrible saying,” we may be sure 
that sound teaching will be unendur- 
able to the ungodly today. 

3. True (v. 5). The balance of the 
true minister, in the midst of hard- 
ships and toil, will be in marked con- 
trast to the vacillating, staggering 
opinions of the false prophet. What- 
ever a man’s special ministry, there 
must be a place for evangelism. 

The Touchstone (3:16, 17). What a 
man thinks of the God-breathed 
Scriptures will determine the bent of 
his ministry, toward the true or the 
false. The true minister will study 
them for his own full equipment and 
preach them for their full effect on 
his hearers—teaching, reproof, cor- 
rection, discipline. 


Apply These Truths 
1. Apply the Word to yourself be- 
fore you apply it to others. 


2. Preach and teach as if Christ will | 


appear before you finish.

2. The parallels between Mary’s 
|song and that of Hannah (I Sam. 
| 2:1-10) have been often noted. Some 
| have used this as an argument against 
| the authenticity of the song of the 
| Virgin. But, as Alexander Maclaren 
| and others have pointed out, the argu- 
| ment really runs the other way. It was 

most natural that the pious joy of “the 
mother of my Lord” should express 
itself in echoes of the ancient oracles, 
and especially in the words of another 
mother in Israel who rejoiced in the 
| mercies of God. 


| Consider These Points 
| 1. Divine recognition (vv. 41-45). 
Was the stirring of the babe in Elis- 
abeth’s womb simply a coincidence, or 
a reaction to the mother’s emotional 
experience, or the response of the un- 
born forerunner to the presence of the 
unborn Saviour? How did Elisabeth 
recognize Mary, her kinswoman, as 
'“the mother of my Lord” unless by 
| revelation of the Holy Spirit? And let 
us not forget the statement of the 
angel that John was to be “filled with 
the Holy Ghost, even from his 
mother’s womb” (v. 15). There are 
some profound spiritual experiences 
here which we do not yet understand. 
2. Divine condescension (vv. 46-49). 
Because Mary had a high estimate of 
God and a duly humble estimate of 
herself, she recognized the divine con- 
descension in using her as His instru- 
ment in the stupendous event. Her 
first thought was to magnify the Lord. 
That stirred her wonder that He 
should “regard the low estate of his 
handmaiden.” Notice that she speaks 
of “God my Saviour” rather than “God 
'my Creator,” despite the creative 





The day begun with Bible reading is 
the day when God literally comes first. 
Studying is the beginning of all things 
—information, inspiration, apprecia- 
tion, hope.

| dren. We may find it easier to speak 
to others about the Lord.

| the Scriptures is emptying herself of 
frustration, fear, harassment and inner 
ugliness. She is learning to love and to 


live, is searching for and finding peace, 








work which was even then operating 
in her body. This was indeed a re- 
demptive event, more than she knew, 
but it is surely significant that she who 
is being exalted to the place of co- 


redemptrix by a corrupt church 
should thus speak of “God my Sav- 
iour.” 

3. Divine equity (vv. 50-53). Mercy 
and strength are the factors which 
operate the divine equity. God has no 
prejudice against the rich and the 
mighty; neither does He favor the low 
and poor just because they are low 
and poor. These overturnings are be- 
cause pride and oppression and greed 
so often mark the rich and the high, 
while the poor and lowly are so often 
the victims of that oppression. The 
reversals here spoken of, then, are 
God’s way of getting things right side 
up. Compare I Corinthians 1: 26-29. 

4. Divine faithfulness (vv. 54, 55). 
The New English Bible gives here: 
“Firm in his promise to our fore- 
fathers, he has not forgotten to show 
mercy to Abraham and his children’s 
children.” The help is an act of mercy, 
but is given in faithfulness to His word 
of promise to Abraham. This note of 
faithfulness runs through the gospel: 
“He is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins” (I John 1:9). Having faith 
in God simply means laying hold of 
His faithfulness. 


Apply These Truths 

1. How sensitive are we to sense 
the presence of the Lord even in 
strange places? That depends on how 
much His Spirit possesses us. 

2. “Think magnificently of God,” 
and you will wonder at His grace 
instead of thinking that He owes you 


something. 
3. “Firm as His throne His promise 
stands, 


And He can well secure 
What I’ve committed to His trust 
Till the decisive hour.”

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PRAYER ASKS; faith expects. 

Some of God’s gifts come with- 
out asking. Sun and rain bless the 
earth whether we pray or not.

Q. Are the teenagers you know 
thoroughly acquainted with Com- 
munism and its methods? 

Wendy: No! I don’t believe they are. 
Many of them look at Communism 
as a big joke—something they don’t 
have to worry about in the future. 
To them it’s just another world prob- 
lem adults should take care of. 

Terry: Wendy is right. Many teen- 
agers laugh at Khrushchev’s state- 
ment, “We will bury you.” 

Carol: Communism is taught in the 
high schools as a theory. We’re told 
about the writings of Marx and Lenin, 
but that’s about all. Nothing is said 
about how serious it is right here in 
America. 

Calvin: I think that as a whole, 
Christian young people are more 
aware of Communism because they 
think of it as the work of Satan. 


Q. What—above anything else— 
would you want your friends to know 
about Communism? 

Wendy: The most important thing 
is that Communism has no use for 
God whatsoever. There are other 
things, such as the fact that Com- 
munism has taken away the freedom 
of millions. 

Rose: I believe that teenagers 
should know that Communism thinks 
for you instead of letting you think 
for yourself. 

Calvin: Communists think of them- 
selves as the saviors of the world. 
They think that if they get rid of us 
the world will be perfect. Of course, 
we as Christians know that we can 
change the world only by changing 
the person, and that is done as Jesus 
Christ comes into a person’s life. 


Q. Can someone be a Communist 
and a Christian at the same time? 

Carol: No! Communism is a religion 
in itself and doesn’t have room in it 
for Christianity. Communism is a way 
of life, and you can’t serve Commu- 
nism and serve Christ. 

Rose: I think the Bible answers that 
one when Christ says that we are 
either for Him or against Him. We 
can’t be in the middle. 


Q. We hear the Soviets talking a lot 
about peace. Do you think they really 
want peace, and, if they do, what do 
they mean by peace? 

Rose: They want peace, but I don’t 
believe they want it until they have 
taken over the world. 

Carol: I don’t believe they want 
peace now. The Communists expect to 
conquer the world. This is not just a 
dream for them; they are actually 
planning on it. But they may not want 
war as we think of it. They are trying 


to take over the world by under- 
ground movements, by _ infiltration 
and by breaking down the world 
morally and spiritually. 


Q. In 1917, Lenin had some 40,000 
followers when he crossed Germany, 
went into Russia and the Communists 
took control. Today some 800 million 
people are under Communist domina- 
tion. What do you think accounts for 
Communism’s rapid advance? 

Calvin: First of all, they really be- 
lieve in their system. I heard of a 
Communist woman in Australia who, 
for more than three years, worked 
every night in a Communist bookstore. 
Why? Because she was dedicated. She 
believed in Communism and in what 
she was doing. 

Wendy: I think many people, teen- 
agers especially, are looking for a 
leader to follow, a song to sing and a 
flag to wave. Communism has sup- 
plied this for them. Of course, Com- 
munism may have attracted some 
drifters and knock-abouts who wanted 
to amount to something in society and 
took the first thing that came along- 
which was Communism. 

Rose: American parents unknow- 
ingly can push their children into 
Communism. Many times in a home 
you will hear constant complaints 
about our democracy—high taxes and 
so on. It’s these little complaints that 
drive teenagers to look for something 
better than our democracy and per- 
haps turn them to Communism. 

Terry: I’ve been told that Commu- 
nists will do anything and give up 
anything to further the cause of Com- 
munism. Perhaps that’s the trouble 
with us Christian young people. Too 
many times we take a back seat, espe- 
cially at school. We don’t stand up for 
what we believe and make it known. 

At school last year one fellow stood 
in every class and spoke against an 
anti-Communist film. I wonder if 
Christian teens, when something is 
said about evolution, for example, 
have enough courage to get up in front 
of all the teachers and classes and 
speak out for the Bible. 


Q. What do you know about the 
methods which Communists use to 
influence young people such as your- 
selves? 

Carol: We know that the Commu- 
nists spend much more money on 
propaganda than we do. And they turn 
out a newspaper in this country aimed 
at teenagers. 

Terry: Yes! There are bookstores 
right here in Chicago in which you 
can buy Communist magazines and 
newspapers. 

Calvin: Communists try to use for 
their purposes young people who 
aren’t Communists. No doubt most of

We can take it right from there that 


| their aim is to conquer us. 


Rose: There is a book entitled You 
Can Trust the Communists. The idea 


| is that we can trust what they say 


because so far they have done every- 


| thing they said they would. 


Q. What do you think should be the 


| Christian response to Khrushchev’s 
| remark, “We will bury you”? 


Carol: We should remember that he 


| may bury our bodies but he can’t bury 
| our souls. 


Q. Now the most important ques- 
tion, perhaps, what can teenagers do 


Wendy: The first thing we can do is 


| to pray. Even if we are the only one 
| in the city who is praying, we should 


pray daily. 

Carol: We should realize that we 
have a mission field here at home. 
Yes, there are Communists in China 
and Korea and other countries, but 
our job is to win souls for Christ be- 
fore Communism comes here. We 
should take every opportunity while 
we still have some freedom to witness. 

Rose: I think most teenagers feel 
that because they can’t get up on a 
platform and preach against Com- 
munism they can do nothing. We may 
not be able to turn the world over, 
but every teenager should realize how 
important his one life is. 

Wendy: The main thing we can do 
is to be faithful in our own Christian 


| lives. We won’t turn the world against 
\ Communism nor 


win the world for 


Christ if we are not faithful in living 
for Christ. 


Calvin: Rose has summed it up well 
in saying that we should be living the 
life which honors Christ and _ that 
when we are witnessing to others and 
showing them the Lord Jesus in our 
lives, we are doing our part. Of course, 
we should also warn young people and 
tell them what the Communists are 
doing. 


Carol: We, too, have a great part. 
When people are won to Christ they 
are lost to Communism, and the only 
way we are going to win them for 
Christ is to win them one by one in 
our own back yard. It is wonderful 
when an evangelist comes into the 
city and we see thousands won to 
Christ in one or two nights, but we 
have to remember that we must win 
them in our own community. 


Q. How does personal preparation 
help to offset Communist influence? 


Calvin: Unsaved teenagers are look- 
ing for something real, something 
genuine. Most of them can see through 
something that’s phony. Often we 
don’t live up to what we know is right. 
We aren’t genuine. We don’t go all out 
for Jesus Christ. We compromise and 
people can see through us when we 
say one thing on Sunday and live an- 
other the rest of the week. That’s one 
reason people shy away from the 
church and the things of God and are 
ripe for Communism. 


Rose: If teenagers could see real 
Christians at work and see Christ in 
our lives they would know that it is 
what they are looking for. But many 
have the idea that Christians are just 
people who go to church, go to church 
and then go to church a little more. 
I found that at our Bible club, visiting 
teenagers are shocked to find that we 
sing peppy songs or have skits or any 
real fun. They thought we just sat 
there with long, morbid faces. 


The one thing we shouldn’t forget 
is what the Lord tells us in Jeremiah 
33:3, “Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not.” 

We can claim this promise against 
Communism, too.

A few 
times he saw some of the Bible club 
crew between classes or down at the 
Double Dipper, and he wanted to 
corner one. But all he could get was a 
glad-to-hear-you’re-a-Christian line 
and the “friend” was off. 

In a few more days Ted was miser- 
able. There was still the lingering 
thought that maybe he hadn’t given it 
a chance, but mostly he was kicking 
himself for falling for the religious 
line. 

Meanwhile, the Christian teens 
noted that Ted never showed up at 
club meetings, he ran with the same 


rough gang and—for al] they could 
see—hadn’t changed a bit. “Too bad,” 
they “Maybe he neve! 
meant it.” 

We hear a lot about the Teds—and 
see them, too. The fellows and girls 
who come face to face with the Lord, 
but, because no one takes the time to 
pray for them, talk to them, help them 
and take on the job of a spiritual 
father, they slip back into the old way 
of life, more mixed up and more 
miserable than they were before. 

Let’s look at another case from the 
campus and see what happened when 
a young man took time to care for a

convert, 

Late one afternoon on Formosa Eric 
Nelson, a young missionary, carefully 
phrased a letter to a friend back in the 
States. Five years before, Eric had led 
Tom, then a freshman at a Midwestern 
university, to Christ. 

When Tom received Christ as his 
Saviour, Eric had given him a pam- 
phlet for new Christians. He urged 
him to go to church and to attend the 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship 
meetings on campus. Back in the dorm 
they memorized Scripture and studied 
Bible passages together. Then Eric 
went to Formosa, but this didn’t end 
his work. He continued to pray for 
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| Tom and the counseling went on by 
mail. 

Now Tom was about to enter the 
army, and Eric sought for the right 
word of guidance and encouragement: 
“Tom, I know the army will test you 
in many areas of life. Be assured of 
my prayers. Stay in the Book, spend 
time on your knees and don’t com- 

| promise. I'm sure God will bring you 
out much stronger than when you 
entered.” 

The upshot of it was that Tom came 
out of the service a better Christian, 
even winning a soldier-of-the-month 
award along the way. Today he directs 
the work of a Christian organization 
in the Netherlands under the leader- 
ship of his spiritual father, Eric. 

The way Eric helped Tom provides 
some pointers which you can use the 
next time the Lord uses you to bring 
a friend to Him. 


+ FoLLow-vup is primarily teaching a 
new believer to feed himself on the 
Word. You want your friend, as a babe 
in Christ, to desire the milk of the 
Word (I Pet. 2:2) and later to teach 


| others (II Tim. 2.2). He’ll learn this as 


you teach him to study and memorize 
Bible passages. 

Begin immediately after conversion. 
Your friend is no longer Satan’s prop- 
erty, but he is still Satan’s target, and 
he needs help to overcome doubts and 
fear of backsliding. 

Urge him to attend a Bible-believ- 
ing church and also meet with Chris- 
tian groups on campus. In fact, do 
more than urge him to go. Pick him up 
at his home or dorm and take him, if 
you can. He needs to be with othe: 
Christians. 

In the early days of his Christian 
life, the new Christian should see you 
witness rather than simply be told to 
do it. Take him with you when you 
witness, and ask him to give his tes- 
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5 prone young people from through- 
out the state crowded into the 
classroom at the university one after- 
noon. Their faces were pale and 
drawn, for within a few minutes they 
would compete in one of the toughest 
exams of their lives. Three winners 
would come out with handsome 
scholarships—one worth five thousand 
dollars and two worth three thousand 
—to be awarded by a leading indus- 
trialist. 

The testing started. Mustering all 
the mental acumen at their command, 
the high school seniors grimaced and 
bent over their exam sheets. Two 
hours ground by, and one by one the 
students signed their papers, handed 
them to a waiting monitor and slipped 
out of the room.

When the winners were announced, 
first place went to a grinning seven- 
teen-year-old from a small town in 
the northern part of the state. How 
had he won? What was the secret that 
made him first among thousands of 
students? 

“It’s really quite simple,” he re- 
plied. “As I look at it, whatever learn- 
ing I have acquired I give credit to a 
habit I have. I read, read, read. Every 
chance I get, I read.” 

Now reading can’t by itself do 
everything. But there is no doubt that 
for young people who seriously want 
their lives to count for the most, it can 
go a long way. With one hundred high 
school seniors who had just been 
awarded national academic scholar- 
ships, according to a poll, nine out of 
ten had read at least one book in the 
preceding month. The total number 
of books read by these students was 


ey 


400. In an interview with 100 high 
school seniors who had been accepted 
for college but had not been awarded 
any type of scholarship, it was found 
that only six out of ten had read at 
least one book. The total read by these 
students was only 175. 

If you want to look at it from a 
strictly financial point, then consider 
this: 100 company officials were asked, 
“How many magazines, books and 
newspapers have you read in the past 
week?” The total of their reading 
magazines, 338; books, 53; newspapers, 
1490. 

Then 100 men in the same age group 
whose salary had never reached 
$7,500 a year were asked the same 
question. Among them, only 229 maga- 
zines had been read—and 28 books 
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About a fourth of a book apiece. 

In the Bible you find frequent al- 
lusions to the value of reading. The 
apostle Paul wrote to Timothy (II Tim. 
4: 13), “When thou comest, bring with 
thee ... the books.” Paul apparently 
was a first-class reader. 

The conclusion is as clear as print. 
Regular reading is essential for the 
Christian who wants to make his life 
count. 

What should you read? Here are a 
few items you'll want to weave into 
your reading habits. 


>» Read the Word. The Bible is basic 
to all that you lay your eyes on. Own 
several sound versions of the Scrip- 
tures. Keep them handy on your desk, 
and develop a habit of spending time 
with them every day. Set aside a 
specific period, say every evening at 
9:30, and stick to it. 

You might study the Bible book by 
book, or by doctrine or some other 
method. But whatever you do, study 
the Word, major in the perusal and 
investigation of the greatest Book of 
all. 
> Read newspapers. Exercise dis- 
crimination here. Headlines are often 
sufficient. Avoid stories of murder, ac- 
cidents and other morbid events, 
which many newspapers’ unfortu- 
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nately feature. Don’t waste time on 
non-essentials. Learn to spend a bulk 
of your time on the editorial page 
where the meat of the news can be 
found. 

> Read magazines. A flock of weekly 
and monthly periodicals now flow 
from the presses of our nation. Much 
in them, regrettably, is trash, and the 
discriminating young Christian will 
avoid wasting his time and money on 
them. Some of these _ periodicals, 
though, are substantial, readable and 
attractively laid out. 

Choose carefully. Then subscribe to 
as many as your pocketbook will 
permit, and file them carefully after 
their reading. Or pass them along to a 
friend. Some young people subscribe 
jointly to magazines, thus saving 
money. 
>» Read books. Here again, practice 
selectivity. Get the books that will add 
to your store of knowledge. Learn to 
haunt your community or school li- 
brary. If your church has a library, 
put it to use. Purchase books that you 
find of special value and build a per- 
sonal library. 

Some books are to be read for pleas- 
ure and relaxation, some for inspira- 
tion and challenge. Still others—books 
on history, travel and study—are for 
facts. Biographies especially constitute 
solid reading fare. One girl I heard of

said she tried to read one biography 
every week. 

Once you've decided the type of 
reading material to go after the next 
question is “How should you read?” 
Here also a few signposts should be 
erected if you want your per-minute 
reading value to rate highest. 

Read with an open mind. When you 
read only facts that you already know 
and believe, you'll never add to your 
store of knowledge. A_ prejudicial 
mind will limit your mental growth. 
Instead read things that will add to 
your stock of knowledge and infor- 
mation. Also read with a purpose. 
Rather than simply reading hit or 
miss, decided what you want to get out 
of your reading and follow a pattern. 

Where should you do your reading? 
Do it, as far as possible, away from 
television, radio and chattering broth- 
ers and sisters. That will help you 
practice the first essential of effective 
reading—concentration. 

The average speed of reading for 
most people, we are told, is about 250 
words a minute. Some people, such as 
President Kennedy, read some 1,200 
words a minute. Maybe you can’t 
reach that, but educators tell us that 
most people can improve their read- 
ing speed by practice and by forcing 
themselves to read faster. 

Reading, many young Christians 
find, can be exciting and challenging.

Q. I am thinking about joining the 
navy. Friends tell me that once I get 
into the service I won't be able to keep 
up the Christian life. Should I enter the 
service and take this risk? 


A. Remember, it is not you keep- 
ing up the Christian life, but rather 
Christ living in you (Phil. 1:6). May 
I suggest you view the service as a 
challenge for real vital Christian liv- 
ing and witnessing, rather than as a 
risk. The discipline of a daily quiet 
time, the joy of Christian fellowship 
and the blessing of a_ consistent 
Christian witness can make your 
term of service a most fruitful one 
(John 15:5). 

There are cadets at West Point and 
midshipmen at Annapolis and many 
officers and enlisted men in the other 
branches of service who bear tes- 
timony to the reality of knowing 
Christ and making Him known in the 
military (Phil. 4:13). 


Q. One of my Christian friends 
whom I have admired has gotten into 
some trouble. I had been building him 
up to my non-Christian friends and 
now they are throwing it in my face. 
What should be my explanation to 
them? 


A. To build up people and person- 
alities is a sign of carnal living. As 
Christians we must keep our eyes on 
the Lord and live only for His glory. 

Christians are in a battle and Satan 
will use all his devices to make the 
Christian stumble and fall. But to try 
to explain your friend’s actions might 
only aggravate the problem.

Read John 17, especially verses 15-18. 
Jesus wants to send us into the world 
as witnesses to Himself, but we must 
not become a part of the very crowd 
to which He has sent us. 


Q. I have heard some ugly rumors 
about a Christian friend. I am_ not 
sure whether or not they are true. 


Should I go to the person and find | 


out? 


A. Perhaps you should visit your | 
Christian friend and confront him | 


with the rumor. This is the best way 
to put an end to an ugly rumor be- 
fore it leads to gossip. Since the 
Christian life is one of truth and up- 
rightness, your friend should be able 
to answer you in honesty.

I’ HAPPENED at a Christian camp this 
past summer. At the morning ses- 
sion we had been discussing Christian 
witness, and we had agreed that a 
Christian young person should be 
recognized by his manners. He should 
be courteous and should put others 
before himself. 

We went to the dining hall for 
lunch. Almost at once there was an 
argument. Four boys at the serving 
end of the table had emptied onto 
their plates a dish of meat intended 
for ten people! 

I observed the young people at the 
various tables. At suppertime we were 
having hot dogs. The girl at the end 
of my table seized the first one 
brought to the table without a word 
of thanks. When there was one only 
of a certain type of soda she made a 
grab at it. 

It was a camp composed almost en- 
tirely of Christians, yet only once or 
twice had I heard or seen anyone of- 
fer anything to anyone else first. 

By the next morning I could stand 
it no longer, and in the morning ses- 
sion, amid an attentive silence, I spoke 
on what the Word of God has to say 
about hypocrisy—about those who 
say a lot but whose lives are un- 
changed. 

God worked in that camp. During 
the following days it seems that He 
brought reality into the lives of many. 


+ PLEASE turn to the verses which I 
presented to those young people. They 
are Matthew 15:7, 8. What did Jesus 
call the Jews He was speaking to? 
In verse 8 you will find a simple 
definition of what a hypocrite is. To 
what part of him is his righteousness 
confined? How deep does it go? 
This is the danger in a nutshell. It 
is that for some Christians the 


“words” of Christianity come so easily 
that they cease to have any practical 
meaning and are not put into practice 
in their personal lives. Let me give 
you some examples.

“made of none effect”? Verse 6. What 
were they paying lip-service to, but 
disregarding in practice? By their 
words they professed to honor their 
father and mother, but in actual prac- 
tice they had developed a clever way 
of getting around the commandment. 
They “dedicated” their money to God 
and then maintained that the money 
could not be used for the support of 
their parents. 


+ How seriously do you take the com- 
mandments of God in the Bible? Look 
at Luke 6:46. What piercing question 
does the Lord Jesus ask us here? To 
whom was He speaking? See verse 20. 
You see, to do the commandments of 
Christ is an obligation which is laid 
upon Christians. But I think some- 
times we lay so much stress on the 
fact that forgiveness is easy that we 
no longer treat obedience seriously. 

You will find the kind of commands 
that Christ was talking about if you 
look back a little in Luke 6 to verses 
27-29, for example. Test yourself: do 
you obey them? Or verses 35-37? 

If you really want to understand 
what this article is all about, will you 
take a piece of paper and write down 
three new and specific ways in which 
you ought to obey these command- 
ments of Jesus in your own home, and 
also three ways you should fulfill 
them at school or at work? I think 
that if we do this honestly, almost 
every one of us will find we are guilty 
of lip-service to these words of the 
Master. 


+ James, in his epistle, tells us that 
the Bible will have no real effect in 
the life of a hypocrite. See James 1: 22. 
What does he say we must be? If we 
are not, whom are we deceiving above 
all? 

God’s will, you see, is that we 
should be increasingly conformed to 
the image of Christ through our read- 
ing of the Scriptures. But this is de- 
pendent on our willingness to allow 
the Bible free play in each depart- 
ment of our life. 
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If you find that the Bible teaches 
(and it does) that you should be kind, 
compassionate and tender hearted 
toward others, it is because you actu- 
ally should be these things. If you are 
told that you should not boast about 
yourself, that you should esteem 
others above yourself, that you should 
use only gracious and edifying lan- 
guage, these things are God’s com- 
mands to you personally. 

James gives another good example 
of hypocrisy in James 2: 15, 16. He is 
now speaking of our efforts on behalf 
of the welfare of others, which can be 
just a matter of empty talk. 

What illustration does he give this 
time? A “brother or sister” means, of 
course, a fellow-Christian. The man 
in the little story sends him away 
with a friendly word and a prayer 
but does nothing to supply the poor 
man’s need. 

Do you pray for some missionary, 
asking God to supply his or her mate- 
rial needs, without giving a cent 
toward the necessary support? You 
are saying, in fact, “Depart in peace; 
be ye warmed and filled. . . !” 

Do you pray for members of your 
family or for friends at school to be 
converted but do not give them the 
Living Bread yourself? 

Do you profess to put others first, 





yet not when it comes to the best bed 
in the room, or the front seat in the | 


car, or the first place in a line-up? 


+ For our last illustration let us turn 
to the words of Christ Himself. Look 


up Matthew 21:28-30. Here we are | 
thinking primarily of God’s call to | 
service and how easy it is to be hypo- | 


critical about it. 

What command did the father give? 
See verse 28. It is a command which 
God gives to us today. The fields of 
the unsaved throughout the world are 


white to harvest; we are called to be | | 


laborers. But think of that second son 
(verse 30). What was his response? 
Perhaps you have said on some occa- 


sion, even publicly, that you will go | 


wherever God wants and give your 
lite for His service. 

But what did the second son actu- 
ally do? How easy it is for a young 
person to make a bold profession but 
then to start going steady, to develop 
other interests and to lose all his con- 
cern about where God needs him for 
service. 

I believe many young people today 
miss God’s purpose for them because 
they drift into situations that were 
never God’s will. They believe that 
just because things happen, they are 
therefore God’s will. But this is not 
true. 

Are you really putting God first? 
Or is it just “I go, sir”’—but no action?

that come to Him, it is certain 
that He will not cast us out if we 
come to Him."
